EDITOR’S PREFACE. 


Tue Editor of the Year Book is again indebted to a large number of 
correspondents for information and suggestions ; and if the Secretaries of 
Congregations, Institutions, and Societies will call his attention to any 
errors or omissions, the Editor will be greatly obliged to them. 

The List of Congregations contains 368 places of ein including 
mission rooms and hired halls: 290 in England, 39 in Ireland, 7 in Scotland, 
and 32 in Wales. There are (December, 1900) 30 vacant ae 

The List of Ministers contains 361 names, including a few laymen. Of 
these 284 are in charge of congregations, 14 are employed as editors, secre- 
taries, or college tutors, 39 have retired owing to infirmity or old age. 
There are (December, 1900) 24 ministers open to accept appointments. 

The names of 14 ministers which appeared last year are omitted from the 
present issue—9 owing to death, 1 on account of his having gone abroad, 
4 because they have resigned or withdrawn. Of the ministers in the list 102 
were educated at Manchester College, 98 at the Unitarian Home Missionary 
College ; 11 of the latter proceeded afterwards to Manchester College. 
The names of the following ministers appear in the Year Book for the 
first time :—Charles Harvey Cook, formerly a Congregational minister ; W. 
Harold Davies, formerly a Baptist minister ; Alfred Davison, educated at 
the Unitarian Home Missionary College; E. Savell Hicks, B.A., educated 
at Manchester College ; C. J: Sneath, formerly of the Anglican Church ; 
William Wilson, a Lay-preacher and worker ; J. H. Woods, M.A., educated 
at Manchester College. 

Liturgies are used by 110 congregations, chiefly the Ten Services in the 
oider or newer form. The Essex Hall Hymnal is used by 113 congrega- 
per Hymns for the Christian Church and Home by 72 ; and Hymns of 
?raise and Prayer by 72 congregations. In Ireland nearly all the churches 
ise Hymns for Christian Worship ; in Wales, ‘ Pearls of Praise’ is used by 
he majority of the congregations. A few congregations use the Berwick 
ymnal, revised by the Rev. Charles Hargrove, M.A., Leeds. 

Connected with the Churches and Missions there are 248 Sunday Schools 
England, 29 in Wales, 7 in Scotland, and 35 in Ireland—319 in all, 

The death of Dr. Martineau in January, the Meetings of the National 
riennial Conference at Leicester in April, the London Unitarian Bazaar 
nd the Jubilee of the London District Society in May, the formation of an 
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International Council of Unitarians and other Liberal Religious Thinkers 
and Workers at Boston, U.S.A., the Bi-Centenary Celebrations at Antrim, 
Chester, Hindley, Ipswich, and Sheffield—these are among the chief 
denominational events of the past year. 

The British and Foreign Unitarian Association through its Committee 
has done a large amount of useful work at home and abroad ; and the Asso- 
ciation is highly esteemed for the services it has rendered to the cause of a 
free, progressive, and helpful religious faith. In addition to the ordinary 
work of publishing and circulating books and pamphlets, and making grants 
in aid of the building of churches and the salaries of ministers, an important 
work has\ been done in India by means of a separate fund. The special 
services by the Rev. Stopford A. Brooke have also been continued ; and the 
Committee have recently availed themselves of the services of the Rev. J. 
Estlin Carpenter, who delivered an exceedingly able and interesting course 
of Lectures in London on ‘The Bible in the Nineteenth Century.’ The 
Lectures will be delivered early in 1901 at Bolton, Leeds, and Liverpool. : 

An attractive programme for the Twentieth Century Festival Meetings | 
of the Eritish and Foreign Unitarian Association, the Sunday School 
Association, and the International Council of Unitarians and other Liberal 
Religious Thinkers and Workers, is in course of preparation, The meetings 
will be held in London from the 25th to the 3lst of May, 1901. The first” 
great gathering will be the Breakfast of the Sunday School Association, | 
at the King’s Hall, Holborn, on the morning of Tuesday, 28th May. This_ 
will be followed by meetings on Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday, 29th, ; 
30th, and 3lst May, 1901, at which distinguished preachers and teachers 
from America and the Continent will take part. 

The President of the American Unitarian Association, the Rev. Samuel 
A. Eliot, D.D., sums up the principles and work of Unitarians in these” 


words :—‘It is our privilege to cherish what has been proved good in the 
past, and at the same time to welcome the infusion of new thoughts and 
methods; ours to treasure the noble traditions, and at the same time to 
believe in the inspiration of the present ; ours to preserve a goodly heritage, 
and also to be in thorough sympathy with our own age,—think with it, ho 
with it, speak its language, share its spirit. Let us yield ourselves to thi 
guidance of the Ever-present Spirit that is older than the oldest, younge 
than the youngest, and cannot be outgrown. Let us trust the daily renew: 
of the Holy Spirit who bids us plant and gather new harvests of truth and 
beauty wherewith to nourish and regenerate our fellow-men.’

‘Tur National Conference of Unitarian, Liberal Christian, Free 
Christian, Presbyterian, and other Non-Subscribing or Kindred Con- 
gregations’ had its origin in the example set by the Unitarians of the 
United States of America, who had organized a ‘National Conference of 
Unitarian and other Christian Churches’ in 1865. At a Council Meeting of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association, held on January 19th, 1881, 
it was resolved :—‘ That the Executive Committee be requested to consider 
the possibility and desirableness of holding a Unitarian Conference in 
England, and to ascertain the feeling of the larger Congregations, and 
report to the next Meeting of the Council.’ On June 24th, 1881, at the 
Meeting of the Council, a Committee was formed to make arrangements for 
a meeting of Ministers and Laymen in some central district for religious 
fellowship and conference. 

The first Conference was held at Liverpool in 1882; the second at 
Birmingham in 1885; the third at Leeds in 1888; the fourth at London 
in 1891 ; the fifth at Manchester in 1894; the sixth at Sheffield in 1897 ; and 
the seventh at Leicester in April, 1900. 

A special Meeting of the Conference was held in London in 1897 to 
consider proposals for extending its influence and enlarging the scope of its 
work. The following Resolution was adopted :—‘ That the Committee of 
the Triennial Conference having been constituted on a basis by which it 
represents the various Congregations and Associations which form the Con- 
ference, it is hereby resolved that the Committee be instructed to hold 
regular meetings to consult and, when considered advisable, to take action 
in matters affecting the well-being and interests of the congregations and 
societies which form the Conference, as by directing attention, suggesting 
plans, organising expressions of opinion, raising funds to carry out the fore- 
| going objects, or summoning, if it deem it needful, a special meeting of the 
| Conference. Further, that the Committee shall present to each Conference 
a full report of its proceedings and the action it has taken for the approval 
or otherwise of the Conference.’ 

The Congregations in the list of Churches given in this Year Book may 
ape the minister and one delegate to attend the meetings of the 

onference. The British and Foreign Unitarian Association and all district 
and local Unitarian Societies also send delegates. The Conference is 
intended to be representative of the Churches: the British and Foreign 
Unitarian Association is governed by its individual subscribers.

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BRITISH AND FOREIGN UNITARIAN ASSOCIATION. 


History.—The British and Foreign Unitarian Association was con- 
stituted in 1825. It arose out of the union of three Societies which had 
been supported by Unitarians in all parts of the kingdom ;: (1) The Uni- 
tarian Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge and the Practice of 
Virtue, by the Distribution of Books, founded in 1791 ; (2) The Unitarian 
Fund, established in 1806, which may be regarded as the most important ; 
and (3) The Association for Protecting the Civil Rights of Unitarians, 
formed in 1819. 


Management.—The Association is managed by a representative Com- 
mittee elected annually by the whole body of its members. 


Grants of Money.—The Association assists many of the older churches 
in need\of help, it makes grants in aid of new churches, and in the main- 
tenance of missionary work in various places at home and abroad. The 
whole annual income, derived from collections and subscriptions, is ex- 
pended in grants of money for missionary objects. : 


Grants of Pamphlets.—The Committee print and publish, from time 
to time, a great variety of Pamphlets, illustrative of Unitarian Christ- 
ianity ; and grants are treely made to individual inquirers, congregations, 
missionary societies, and postal missions. 87,219 pamphlets were dis- 
tributed in this way during 1899. |

Turs institution was founded in 1854, by the late Rev. Dr. J. R. Beard and 
others, ‘‘ to assist young men of earnest and religious character, active habits, 
and benevolent disposition, in training themselves for the work of spreading 
the Gospel of Christ among the people, especially among the ignorant and 
sinful.” It has for some years been located in the Memorial Hall, Albert 
Square, Manchester. While still endeavouring to carry out its original 
purpose, the institution has gradually developed into importance as the 
second chief Training College for the Unitarian ministry. It is supported by 
invested funds and subscriptions, chiefly by the latter. The students attend 
certain classes at Owens College. The institution was established under the 
title of the Unitarian Home Missionary Board, but at a special meeting of 
members, held October 7th, 1889, it was decided that it should henceforward 
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be called the Unitarian Home Missionary College. At the same meeting a 
draft of Revised Rules recommended by the Committee was submitted, and 
adopted with some slight amendments. The preamble of the constitution as 
finally adopted was as follows :—‘‘ The object of the institution is, to assist in 
the education of young men for the work of preaching the Gospel and 
promoting practical Christianity among the people, especially the poor, the 
untaught, and the neglected. The institution adheres to the principle of 
freely imparting theological knowledge, without insisting on the adoption of 
particular theological doctrines.” The more important of the new rules are 
the following :— 

CoLLEGIATE Coursr.—The full Collegiate Course shall consist of an Arts 
Curriculum of at least two years, and a Theological Curriculum of at least 
two years, each year comprising three academical terms. 

Turors.—There shall be appointed a Principal, and such other Tutors or 
Lecturers (if any), and all with such duties, as the Committee shall from 
time to time determine. 

Apmission or Srupents.—Students may be admitted to the Collegiate 
Course after having attained the age of eighteen years; and to the Theological | 
Curriculum 

(a) After having completed the Arts Curriculum ; 
or, (0) After having obtained a degree ;

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SUGGESTED TRUST DEED. 


Nearly all Unitarian and Free Christian Churches possess what are known 
as ‘Open Trust Deeds.’ The land, buildings, and endowments (if any) are 
held in Trust for the worship of God, and for the religious, moral, or intellectual 
improvement of the Congregation for the time being worshipping there, and for its 
general benevolent objects. 

In drafting a New Trust Deed care should be taken to clearly state that 
if any question should at any time arise as to the purposes for which the said 
Church or Chapel may lawfully be used, the widest meaning should be attached to 
the trust aforesaid, so that neither by reference to the actual or supposed opinions 
of the founders, nor otherwise, shall any restriction be imposed on the liberty of 
the congregation for the time being to change its opinions with regard to religious 
doctrines or modes of regulating worship. 

The deed should be settled by a solicitor, who will consider questions of con- 
sideration, enrolment, etc.

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RULES FOR CONGREGATIONS. 


[The following Rules are inserted by way of suggestion only. In framing 
Rules, Congregations are strongly recommended to have regard to the Trust 
Deeds of their Church.) 

(1) Membership.—Any person shall be a Member of the Church, and 
qualified to vote in Congregational affairs, who shall have attained the age 
of [18] years, and have paid for the current [quarter] a registration fee or 
subscription of not less than [one shilling], and have been accepted by the 
Committee, and have been on the Register for at least one year. 

(2) Register.—The Secretary shall keep a Register of all Subscribers 
and Members of the Church wherein shall be entered the date when each 
became a Subscriber or Member, and within [fourteen] days prior to every 
Annual General Meeting shall correct such Register. The Register shall be 
open at all reasonable times to the inspection of any members of the Church. 

(3) Oficers.—The General Management of Congregational affairs shall, 
subject to the provisions of the Trust-Deed, and to any Congregational 
General Meeting, be entrusted to a Committee consisting of a Treasurer, a 
Secretary, and not less than [five] other Members who shall be elected 
annually by the members of the congregation, either by ballot or open voting 
as determined by a majority of those present at the meeting. 

(4) Treaswrer.—The Treasurer shall receive the Subscriptions, any other 
Contributions of the Members, and any Sums from other sources; and 
shall apply all sums received by him for the support of the Church, and for 
such other purposes, and in such manner, as shall be determined by any 
General Meeting or by the Committee. He shall also keep proper Books 


_ of account of receipt and expenditure ; and shall present a Financial report, 


duly audited, to each Annual General Meeting. 

(5) Secretary.—The Secretary shall summon all meetings of the Congrega- 
ation and the Committee, keep the Minutes of all meetings, conduct all 
Correspondence, deliver a copy of the Rules to each person on his or her 
becoming a Member, and perform such other duties as the Committee may 
determine. 

(6) Wardens.—The Committee shall, at its first meeting in each year, 
appoint two of its number as Wardens. The Wardens shall act under the 
direction of the Committee, and have the care of the Fittings, and of the 
orderly conduct of the Proceedings in the Church. 

(7) Auditors.—There shal] be two Auditors, who shall not be members of 
the Committee. The Auditors shall examine the Treasurer’s accounts, and 
compare them with the vouchers, and report on same for presentation to the 
Annual General Meeting. 

(8) Annual Meeting.—The Annual Meeting of the members shall be held 
ou the [second Wednesday in March], or on the nearest convenient day, to 
receive the Report of the Committee, including a statement of accounts by 
the Treasurer; to elect Officers and two Auditors, and for other business. 

(9) Special Meetings.—Special Meetings of the members shall, from time to 
time, be called by the Secretary, if so directed by the Committee, or upon 
the requisition of any two of the Trustees, or of any five of the Members. 

(10) Wotice.—Notice of the time and place of every Meeting shall be 
given in the Church at all the services held on the two Sundays next 
preceding the day of meeting. 

(11) Voting.—The Voting at every Meeting shall be primarily settled by 
a show of hands, by a majority in number of the members personally 
present. A Division shall be taken only when demanded by [five] members 
present. 
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(12) Quorwm.—At any Meeting [12] Members shall form a quorum. 
Hach Meeting shall appoint its own Chairman. 

(13) Minister.—The Minister of the Church shall be appointed by the 
Congregation. The appointment shall be in writing, and may be either for a 
term, or indefinite in respect of time, subject to [three] months notice on 
either side. The Minister shall not be a Trustee [or member of the Com- 
mittee]. 

(14) Vrustees.—As often as the number of Trustees shall be reduced to 
less than [five], the Congregation shall forthwith appoint, in accordance with 
the Trust Deed, as many new Trustees as may be necessary. 

(15) Alteration of Rules.—It shall be lawful for the Congregation by 
Resolutions passed and confirmed at two successive Meetings conyened for 
the purpose, and held at an interval of not less than [fourteen days], and not 
more than [one Calendar month] from each other, to rescind or alter any 
or all of the foregoing rules, or any subsisting at the time, and to make 
and substitute such new or altered rules as shall seem expedient. [Always 
having regard to the provisions of the Trust Deed.) 


TRUSTEES, APPOINTMENT OF NEW. 


Whenever the instrument creating the Trust specifies the manner in | 
which and the person by whom new trustees are to be appointed the } 
method thus prescribed, and no other, should be adopted. If no method | 
of appointment is prescribed in the trust- deed, or if the prescribed method 
has lapsed by reason of the death or absence of the appointor, then in the 
case of chapels, schools, manses, and burial grounds (but not otherwise), | 
the Trustees’ Appointment Act, 1850 (13 and 14 Vict. ¢ 28), (otherwise | 
known as Sir Morton Peto’s Act), and the Acts extending this (32 and 33 
Vict. c. 26, and 53 and 54 Vict. c. 19), afford a simple and efficacious mode 
of appointing new trustees by a resolution passed at a meeting of the 
congregation duly convened and held and a memorandum in the form 
given in the Schedule to that Act signed and sealed by the Chairman 
at the meeting and in the presence of two witnesses. If this memorandum 
be duly filled up and executed in accordance with the Act, it operates 
both as an appointment and a conveyance, the trust-property vesting 
at once in the old and new trustees jointly without any formal deed. 
A ten shilling stamp is sufficient. In cases which are not within these 
Acts, recourse must be had to the Conveyancing Act, 1881 (extended by 
the Trustees’ Appointment Act, 1890), which provides that where no 
method of appointment is prescribed by the instrument creating the 
trust or where the person in whom that instrument vests the power 
of appointment is unable or unwilling to act, the surviving or continuing 
trustees and trustee, or the personal representative of the last surviving 
or continuing trustee, may by writing appoint. If the appointment be 
by deed it may contain a declaration under section 34 of the Conveyancing 
Act which will operate to vest the property in the Trustees without any 
other conveyance. A 20s. stamp is necessary. If none of these modes 
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of appointment are feasible, resort should be had to the powers of the 
Charity Commissioners, and in the last instance to the Chancery Division 
of the High Court, though this latter course should not be adopted with- 
out a certificate of its necessity from the Commissioners. [The Office of 
the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales is at Gwydyr House,

Registration of Births and Deaths. 


Births.—Parents are required to see to the registration of Births (at the 
Registrar’s office for the district in which they reside) within six weeks, under 
a penalty of 40s. for default. There is no charge for such registration, unless 
the Registrar attends, by a written request, at the house of the parents, when 
he becomes entitled to a fee of 1s. In default of the parents, the occupier of 
the house in which the child was born, and other persons, are held responsible 
for giving information to the Registrar. After the lapse of three months 
from the date of birth, the registration can only be effected by paying fees of 
2s. 6d. each to the Registrar and Superintendent-Registrar. 

Deaths must be registered within five days, but registration may be 
delayed for fourteen days provided written information of the death, 
together with a medical certificate of its cause, be forwarded to the Registrar 
within five days. The nearest relative present at the death or during the 
last illness is the responsible person, or should there be no relative present, 
then the occupier of the house, or the person who causes the body to be 
buried. Penalty for default, 40s. The doctor’s certificate must be produced 
to the Registrar at the time of registration, and the Registrar’s certificate to 
the officiating Minister at the interment. No fee is payable if the 
informants attend at the Registrar’s office, but he becomes entitled to a fee 
of Is. if he attends by request at their houses. 


Registration of Chapels. 


Ordinary Registration.—All dissenting places of worship should be regis- 
tered. Registration is effected by giving a certificate in writing that the 
chapel is used for worship to the Superintendent- Registrar of the District 
on a form which he will supply on application. The fee on registration is 
Qs. 6d., and a certified copy of the Registrar-General’s certificate of the 
Registration can be obtained for a further payment of 2s. 6d. The Registers 
can at any time be inspected at the Superintendent-Registrar’s office on 
ayment of a fee of Is. Registered places of worship are exempt from the 
Built, eith of the Charitable Trusts Acts. When a place of worship is re- 

ilt, either on the same or another site, the old certificate of registration 
ust be cancelled and the place re-registered. 


Registration of Chapels for Marriages.—A place of worship must, 
efore marriages can legally be celebrated therein, in addition to being regis- 
bered as above mentioned, be separately registered for the performance of 
arriages. Before registering a place for marriages, the Superintendent- 
egistrar of the district must be satisfied by certificate that the building has 
en used for worship for one year previous to the application. A fee of £3 is 
ayable, and the Registration is advertised in the London Gazette and in a local 
ewspaper. When a chapel ceases to be used for worship or is rebuilt, the 
rtificate is cancelled, and in that case it requires to be renewed if worship is 

esumed. When a congregation has removed from one chapel to another, and 
‘phe old building has ceased to be used as a place of public worship, the certificate 
bf the old chapel may be cancelled, and the new building registered for the 
olemnisation of marriages, without waiting for a year to elapse. All neces- 
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sary forms and information will be supplied by the Superintendent-Registraa 
of the District.

Marriage Laws. 


England and Wales.—Marriages may be solemnised in any registerec 
building, or in a district registry office cither by certificate or by licence 
If by certificate, notice (accompanied with fee of 1s. for entry in ‘ Marriage ; 
Notice Book’) must be given by one of the parties, if both live in one district 
to the Superintendent-Registrar, on form furnished for purpose, containing 
solemn declaration of absence of impediment to intended marriage, certify: f 
ing that one of the parties has dwelt at least seven days in district, and musi 
be signed in presence of Registrar or deputy ; but if parties live in differenj| 
districts, notices must be sent to respective Superintendent-Registrars 
Twenty-one clear days after entry of notice the certificate (for which 1s. mus’ 
be paid) will be granted on application. 

The same applies if one party lives in Ireland, only notice must be giver 
on form used in Ireland. If one party lives in Scotland, Scotch certificate o 
proclamation of banns will be accepted as equal to certificate.

Ireland.—Marriages according to the form and discipline of th 
Presbyterian Church may be celebrated— 
1. By special licence ; 
2. By licence; or 
3. After publication of banns. 
(1.) In the first case ‘Both parties must be members of the sam 
Church as the Moderator who grants the Special Licence,’—that is to sa} 
the Remonstrant Synod of Ulster, the Presbytery of Antrim, and th)fy, 
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Synod of Munster, are treated as three separate denominations, and the 
Moderator of each has the privilege of granting special licences to the 
nembers of his own body. 


(2.) Ordinary licences can be granted when only one of the parties is a 
Presbyterian. Hach Presbytery is authorised to appoint, subject to the 
upproval of the Lord Lieutenant, a sufficient number of Presbyterian 
ministers to issue licences for marriage in meeting-houses duly certified, in 
connection with the Presbytery. 

Anyone wishing to obtain a licence must, seven days before the licence 
shall be delivered to him or her, produce to the licensing minister a certificate 
from the minister of the congregation of which he or she shall be a member 
and has been a member for at least one calendar month preceding. This 
congregation must be in connection with the Presbytery to which the licensing, 
minister belongs. 

(3.) When both parties are Presbyterians, marriages may be celebrated! 
after the banns have been proclaimed for three Sundays in the Presbyterian 
meeting-houses attended by each of the parties. 

’ The presence of the Registrar is not required at a marriage celebrated in 
a place of worship whether Presbyterian or otherwise. 


_ Scotland.—The ceremony can be performed by the minister of any de- 
nomination, in any place, at any time, with or without any particular form. 
The law has been amended so as to put an end, as far as possible, to what 
were known as ‘irregular’ marriages. Legal notice must now be given to 
the Registrar of the parish or district, as in England, the names of the con- 
sracting parties being exhibited for seven days on the notice board outside 
he office of the Registrar in whose district the parties have resided for at 
east fifteen days immediately preceding. At the expiration of the period 
aamed a certificate will be granted, and on this the marriage may take place 
pither in a church or elsewhere. Any person who has resided for at least 
iwenty-one days in Scotland may be married by going to the Registrar’s 
pffice in which he or she may reside, accompanied by two witnesses who can 
ertify as to the term of residence, and exchanging written contract with the 
bther party, afterwards proceeding to the County Sheriff’s chambers to have 
jhe marriage registered. 


Burial Laws. 


By the common law of England every parishioner is entitled to be- 
puried in the churchyard of his parish, and for this purpose every person 
is a parishioner of the parish in which he dies. Prior to the Burial Act of 
880, the burial service of the Church of Kngland was the only one which 
“night be read in churchyards or other consecrated ground. 

{1 The notice of an intention to bury, in either churchyards or the conse- 


rated parts of parochial cemeteries, should be given with as little delay as

In the case of a churchyard, the notice is to be left at the house of the | 
clergyman, or, in his absence, of the clergyman in charge of the parish, or of 
any person appointed to receive such notices. 

In the case of a parochial cemetery, if there is a chaplain for the con- 
secrated ground, the notice is to be addressed to him, but is to be left at the 
office of the Clerk of the Burial Board. 

In the case of a pauper, notice may be given to the incumbent, or the 
chaplain, and also to the master of the workhouse, or to the clerk to the 
Guardians, by the husband, wife, or next of kin. The Guardians will be 
bound to allow the burial to be in accordance with the Act. 

It is not necessary that the clergyman should consent to a burial under the 
Act. He can object only to the time proposed, and do that only in certain 
cases. Unlessit be otherwise mutually arranged, burials must be between 10 
and 6 o’clock from April 1st to October 1st, and between 10 and 3 from 
October Ist to Aprii 1st. 

A burial may take place either without ‘any religious service’ or ‘ with 
such Christian and orderly religious service’ at the grave as the person res- 
ponsible for the burial may think fit, and ‘ any person or persons ’—whether 
ministers or laymen—who may be invited or authorised, may conduct such 
service, or take part in any religious act thereat. The words ‘ Christian 
service ’ include ‘ every religious service used by any church, denomination, 
or person, professing to be Christian.’ 

All burials must be decent and orderly, and any one guilty of riotous, 
violent, or indecent behaviour, or of obstructing any service, will be guilty of a 
misdemeanour. 

So also will any person who shall * deliver any address, not being 
part of, or incidental to, any religious service’ permitted by the Act, or who 
wilfully endeavours ‘to bring into contempt or obloquy the Christian religion, 
or the belief or worship of any church or denomination of Christians, or the 
members or any minister of any such church or denomination, or any other 

erson.’ 
‘ The person having charge of a burial under the Act must, either on the 
same day or the day after, send to the incumbent or his representative— or, in 
the case of a cemetery, to the clerk—a certificate of the burial in prescribed 
form.

[Some inconvenience has arisen by confounding this certificate of burial 
with the Registrar’s certificate of death. The law in regard to the latter 
‘emains as it was previous to the passing of the Act of 1880, except that the 
Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1874, sec. 17, is amended, in the case of 
surials under the Act of 1880, and the Registrar’ s certificate must be 
lelivered, not to the officiating minister, but to the person in charge of the 
uneral; who, if he so choose, retains it. The Registrar’s certificate is not 
ssential to an interment taking place ; for the Burials Act of 1880 expressly 
orovides that if the person in charge of the funeral has not received it within 
seven days after the interment, he ‘must give notice to the Registrar.] 

The clergy of the Church of England are at liberty to use the burial service 
xf that Church in any unconsecrated burial-ground, or in the chapel therein. 
rhe relatives may have such service performed i in unconsecrated ground by 
my clergyman of the Church of England who may be willing to perform the 
same. 

In cases where the Church of England service cannot legally be used, and 
n any other case, at the request of the relatives, the clergy may use some other 
han the ordinary burial service of the Church of England, provided that it 
1as been approved by the Bishop, and is taken wholly from the Bible and 
-rayer-Book. 

The Act of 1880 does not entitle any one to be buried in any place in 
vhich he would have no right to be buried if the Act had not passed. 
| When permission to bury a non-parishioner is given, the service may be 
onducted under the Act. The incumbent has no legal right to make his 
onsent to the burial of a non-parishioner dependent on the service being 
onducted by himself, or some other clergyman. 

Neither does it affect previously existing regulations or authority in regard 
> the position of graves, inscriptions on gravestones, &e. The same fees 
fill also have to be paid asthough the burial were conducted by a clergyman. 
! The Act of 1880 applies only to England and Wales and the Channel 

lands. 


Burial Grounds Act, 1900.—This Act, which received the royal assent 
uly 10th, 1900, and comes into operation January Ist, 1901, modifies the 
ict of 1880 by rendering the forty-eight hours notice no longer necessary 
| the case of the consecrated parts of parochial cemeteries. The Act does 
>t deal with churchyards. In future, burial boards ‘ may, if they think fit,’ 
ply to have a portion of the cemetery consecrated ; formerly they were 
He pelled to have a portion consecrated. Burial boards are no longer 
impelled to erect two cemetery chapels, one for Anglicans and one for Non- 
mformists. They may erect any chapel ‘they may consider necessary’ ; 
it any chapel so erected ‘shall not be: consecrated, or reserved for the 
cclusive use of any denomination.’ The payment of fees to an incumbent 
a parish will no longer be required ‘ except for services rendered by him.’ 
. future, when a Nonconformist minister officiates in the consecrated part 
a parochial cemetery, he, and not the clergyman, will receive the fee. 
ese provisions apply to cemeteries opened after the passing of the Act. 
the case of cemeteries already existing the old fees will continue to be 
cted for fifteen years, or on the vacating of the incumbency, whichever is 
longer period. 
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Charitable Trusts, Investments, ete. 


Charitable Trusts.—The Acts relating to Charitable Trusts give the 
Charity Commissioners very extensive jurisdiction over all charitable trusts 
(except certain exempted charities), and empower the Commissioners to 
inquire into the management of charities, to oblige their trustees to render 
accounts, to advise such trustees on the administration of the trusts, to 
authorise or direct legal proceedings to be taken, to authorise the granting of 
leases and making of improvements, and raising of money by mortgage, to 
authorise trustees to remove schoolmasters and other officers, to authorise the 
sale, exchange, or partitions of lands, to remove and appoint trustees, and to 
make new schemes for the administration of charities. Among the charities 
exempted from the operations of these Acts are any buildings registered as. | 
places of meeting for religious worship with the Registrar-General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages, and bond jide used as places of meeting for religious 
worship. Exempted charities can, by application under certain sections of 
one of the Acts, have the benefits of the Acts extended to them. 


Dissenters’ Chapels Act.—It is under this Act (7 & 8 Vict., c. 45), passed |

Any lecturer] 
who acts in contravention of this enactment ‘“ shall suffer three months’ im- 
prisonment without bail or mainprize.” No penalty, however, appears to be 
incurred by a parson inviting or permitting an unlicensed lecturer to use his 
pulpit ; though a Bishop who grants a licence to anyone who has not first 
subscribed to the Three Articles concerning ‘the King’s supremacy, the 
Book of Common Prayer, and the 39 Articles,” will have to suffer the serious 
inconvenience of being suspended from giving licences to preach for the space 
of twelve months. 


Land, Gifts and Sales of.—The law relating to gifts and sales of land 
and other property for charitable uses (amongst which are included the erectior 
of chapels, schools, &c.), has been recently consolidated by the Mortmain ané 
Charitable Uses Act, 1888 (51 & 52 Vict., cap.

Land noi], 3 
exceeding two acres in extent may be conveyed to “ trustees on behalf of any Is, 
society or body of persons associated together for religious purposes,” “ fol] jj, 
the erection thereon of a building for such purposes,” ‘‘ or whereon a building :.

full and valuable consideration. It is no longer necessary to enrol either thi 
conveyance or the deed declaring the trusts, though the trustees may enro 
such deed if they think fit.

be assured to charity, either for value or as a gift, and either by deed or will, 
without restriction of any kind. 


Oaths Act, 1888.—The Act to amend the Law as to Oaths,passed on the 
24th December, 1888, enacts that every person upon objecting to being sworn, 
and stating, as the ground of such objection, either that he has no religious 
belief, or that the taking of an oath is contrary to his religious belief, 
shall be permitted to make his solemn affirmation instead of taking an 
oath, in all places and for all purposes where an oath is or shall be required 
by law, which affirmation shall be of the same force and effect as if he had 
taken the oath. Every such affirmation shall be as follows:—‘‘I, A. B., do 
solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm,” and then proceed with the 
words of the oath prescribed by law, omitting any words of imprecation or 
calling to witness. If any person to whom an oath is administered desires 
to swear with uplifted hand in the form and manner in which an oath is 
usually administered in Scotland, he shall be permitted to do so, and the 
oath shall be administered to him in such form and manner without further 
question. 

Rates, Exemption from.—By 3 & 4 Will. IV., cap. 30, all churches, 
chapels, meeting-houses, or premises exclusively appropriated to public re- 
ligious worship, and which are duly certified for such purpose, are exempted 
from the payment of Poor and Church rates. But such parts of the premises 
as are not so exclusively appropriated, and from which any rent, profit, or 
advantage is received, are liable to be rated. By the Public Health Act 1875 

_ the incumbent or minister of any building already exempt by law from poor 
rates shall not beliable to rates for paving, sewering, or lighting. The provisions 
of this Act do not apply to the Metropolis. By 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 40, author- 
ities having power to levy any rate may exempt any building used exclusively 
as a Sunday-school or Ragged-school. The exemption is in the option of the 
authorities. 
Recent Statutes.—The Acis of Parliament of 55 & 56 Vict. may be use- 
| fully consulted on the following subjects:—Chapter 11, Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act Amendment; Chapter 15, Charity Inquiries (Expenses) ; 
Chapter 23, Foreign Marriage; Chapter 32, Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 
Registers, Dissenting, of Births, Baptisms, Marriages, Deaths, and 
Burials.—These registers and records, which were collected, examined and 
} approved by a Royal Commission, are now deposited in the custody of the 
| Registrar-General, at the Non-Parochial Register Office, Somerset House, 
_London, which, for the purposes of the Act of 3 & 4 Vict., c. 92, is deemed a 
| branch or part of the General Register Office. Searches and extracts from 
| these registers and records will be granted on every day except Sundays, 
Christmas Day, and Good Friday, between the hours of ten and four, upon 
| personal application only, and payment of legal fees. Applications by letter 
for search or eatract cannot be complied with. Persons residing in the country, 
{jtherefore, who may require searches of certificates, must, of necessity, apply 
tite a friend in London, or employ an agent. All other communications by 
jjletter, on the subject of the above-mentioned registers and records, must be 
addressed to the ‘‘ Registrar-General, General Register Office, London;” and 
wit is requested that the words ‘“‘ Non-Parochial Registers”? may be written on 
y\the outside of all such letters, the postage of which may be left unpaid. The 
sitee for each search is 1s., and for each certificate, 2s. 6d. 


Sites for Chapels.—By the Places of Worship Sites’ Act, 1873, amended 
y an Act of 1883, owners of settled estates, corporations, and officers, trustees, 
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and commissioners holding land for public purposes, are empowered, within 
certain limitations, to grant sites for places of religious worship, residences 
for ministers, and burial grounds. 


Trustees’ Incorporation Act.—35 & 36 Vict.,c. 24.—This Act, entitled 
“An Act to facilitate the Incorporation of Trustees of Charities for Religious, 
Educational, Literary, Scientific, and Public Charitable Purposes, and the 
Enrolment of certain Charitable Trust-Deeds,” was passed 27th June, 1872. 
The object of the Act is to facilitate the incorporation of the charities 
indicated in the title, and to diminish the expense of enrolment under an Act 
passed in the thirtieth year of the reign of Her present Majesty. Owing to 
the option of granting a certificate being by the Act vested in the Charity 
Commissioners for England and Wales, and to the latter having held that 
such certificate should be refused in cases where the property might be vested 
in the official trustee of the Commissioners under the Charity Commission 
Acts, the Incorporation Act has become practically useless. 


Trustees, Investments by.—The Trustee Act, 1893, consolidates the 
various enactments relating to trustees. The first part relates to invest- 
ments, and as to these it is (inter alia) enacted that a trustee may, unless 
expressly forbidden by the instrument (if any) creating the trust, and subject 
to any consent required by such instrument, in addition to the powers con- 
ferred thereby, invest any trust funds in his hands, whether at the time in a 
state of investment or not, as follows :— 

(a) In any of the Parliamentary stocks or public funds or Government 
securities of the United Kingdom. 

(b) On real or heritable securities in Great Britain or Ireland. 

(c) In the stock of the Bank of England or the Bank of Ireland. 

(2) In India three-and-a-half per cent. stock and India three per cent. 
stock, or in any other capital stock which may at any time hereafter be 
issued by the Secretary of State in Council of India under the authority 
of Act of Parliament and charged on the revenues of India. 

(e) In any securities the interest of which is for the time being guaranteed 
by Parliament. 

(f) In consolidated stock created by the Metropolitan Board of Works or 
by the London County Council or in Debenture stock created by the Receiver 
for the Metropolitan Police District. 

(g) In the debenture or rent charge or guaranteed or preference stock of 
any railway company in Great Britain or Ireland incorporated by special 
Act of Parliament and having during each of the ten years last past before 
the date of investment paid a dividend at the rate of not less than three per 
centum per annum on its ordinary stock. 

(k) In the stock of any railway or canal company in Great Britain or 
Ireland whose undertaking is leased in perpetuity or for a term of not less 
than two hundred years at a fixed rental to any such railway company as is 
mentioned in sub-section g either alone or jointly with any other railway 
company. 

(t) In the debenture stock of any railway company in India the interest 
on which is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of State in Council of India. 

(j) In the ““B” annuities of the Eastern Bengal, the East Indian and 
the Scinde, Punjaub and Delhi Railways and any like annuities which may 
at any time hereafter be created on the purchase of any other railway by the 
Secretary of State in Council of India and charged on the revenues of India 
and which may be authorized by Act of Parliament to be accepted by 
trustees in lieu of any stock held by them in the purchased railway, also in

deferred annuities comprised in the register of holders of annuity Class D 
and annuities comprised in the register of annuitants Class C of the East 
Indian Railway Company. 

(k) In the stock of any railway company in India upon which a fixed or 
minimum dividend in sterling is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of 
State in Council of India or upon the capital of which the interest is so 
guaranteed. 

(1) In the debenture or guaranteed or preference stock of any company in 
Great Britain or Ireland established for the supply of water for profit and 
incorporated by special Act of Parliament or by Royal Charter and having 
during each of the ten years last past before the date of investment paid a 
dividend of not less than £5 per centum per annum on its ordinary stock. 

(m) In nominalor inscribed stock issued or to be issued by the corporation 
of any municipal borough having according to the returns of the last census 
prior to the date of investment a population exceeding fifty thousand or by 
any county council under the authority of any Act of Parliament or 
Provisional Order. 

(n) In nominal or inscribed stock issued or to be issued by any com- 
missioners incorporated by Act of Parliament for the purpose of supplying 
water and having a compulsory power of levying rates over an area having 
according to the returns of the last census prior to the date of investment a 
population exceeding fifty thousand, provided that during each of the ten 


years last past before the date of investment the rates levied by such com- 


missioners shall not have exceeded eighty per centum of the amount 


authorized by law to be levied. 


(0) In any of the stocks, funds, or securities for the time being authorized 
for the investment of cash under the control or subject to the order of the 
High Court. 

Provided that a trustee may not purchase at a price exceeding its 
redemption value any stock mentioned in sub-sections (yg), (7), (k), (/), amd (m), 
which is liable to be redeemed within fifteen years of the date of purchase at 
par or at some other fixed rate, or purchase any such stock as is mentioned 
in such sub-sections, which is liable to be redeemed. at par or at some other 
fixed rate, at a price exceeding 15 per cent. above par or such other fixed rate.

Vaccination Act (1898).—No parent or other person shall be liable to any 
penalty under Sec. 29 or Sec. 31 of the Act of 1867, if, within four months 
from the birth of the child, he satisfies two justices, or a stipendiary or metro- 
politan police magistrate in petty sessions, that he conscientiously believes 
that vaccination would be prejudicial to the health of the child. and delivers 


_a certificate to that effect to the vaccination officer within seven days. And 


no order shall be made under Sec. 31 of the same Act on any person who has 
been previously convicted of non-compliance with a similar order relating to 
the same child. No proceedings shall be taken under Sec. 31, against any 
parent or person who has been convicted under Sec. 29 on account of the 


.same child, until it has reached the age of four years. The Vaccination 
_Act, 1898, remains in force until the 1st of January, 1904.

Ainsworth.—The Presbyterian Chapel at Ainsworth was re-opened on May 27th, 1900, 
after renovation. ‘The Rey. M. R. Scott officiated at both services. 

Antrim.—On June 17th, 1900, a Bicentennial Service was held in the Chapel at Antrim, 
conducted by the Rev. Alexander Gordon, M.A., of Manchester. 

Ashton-under-Lyne.—The temporary School Chapel in Richmond-street, Ashton- 
under-Lyne, was opened on May 13th, 1900. The preacher in the afternoon was the Rev. W.

Bolton.—The Chapel and School in Bank-street, Bolton, were fitted with electric light, 
the gifts of Mr. J. P. Thomasson and Mr. J. W. Scott.. On November 25th, 1900, a Memorial 
Window, the gift of Mr. John Lawson, in memory of his parents, was dedicated. The 
Service was conducted by the Kev. E. 8. Hicks, B.A., and the Sermon was preached by the 
Rev. C. J. Street, M.A., LL.B. ‘he window is symbolic of ‘ Hope.’ ‘he lower panel of the 
window under the gallery contains a medallion of the poet, H. W. Longfellow, who is taken 
as a modern Unitarian representative of the spirit of Hopefulness. The new Mission Hall 
in Halliwell-road, Bolton, built by the Bank-street congregation, was opened on December 
2nd, 1899. The Service was conducted by the Rev. N. Anderton, B.A., and the Rev. H. M. 
Livens, and the Sermon was preached by the Rev. Christopher. J. Street, M.A., LL.B. 

Bolton : Unity Church. —By the gift of Mr. J. P. Thomasson, Unity Church, Bolton, 
was fitted with Electric Light.

In 1843 
ame of sermons, ‘ Endeavours after the Christian Life,’ was published, 
ved by a second series in 1847. From 1855 to 1864 he edited, in con- 
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junction with the late Mr. R. H. Hutton, ‘The Prospective Review’ and 
‘The National Review,’ which followed it; and contributed essays to 
the ‘Westminster’ and other Reviews. Many of these KHssays were 
published in 1890—1891 in four volumes, entitled ‘Essays, Reviews, and 
Addresses.’ In 1840 he was appointed Professor of Mental and Moral 
Philosophy and Political Economy at Manchester New College, which in 
that year was re-established in Manchester. In 1836 he assisted in the forma- 
tion of the Liverpool Domestic Mission Society at the time of the visit of 
Dr. Tuckerman, of Boston, U.S.A., to England. The Paradise-street 
congregation left their old chapel in 1848, and the new Hope-street Church 
was opened in 1849. He resigned his ministry in Liverpool after twenty-five 
years, and in 1857 removed to London, where Manchester New College 
had already been established in 1853 at University Hall, Gordon-square. i 
1858 he became assistant minister of Little Portland-street Chapel, and from 
1860 to 1872 he had sole charge there. In 1869 Dr. Martineau became Prin- 
cipal of Manchester New College, in succession to the Rev. J. J. Tayler, and 
remained in office and lectured until 1885, when he became President of the 
College. His ‘Types of Ethical Theory’ was published in 1885, ‘A Study 
of Religion’ in 1888. In addition to the works already mentioned, he 
published among other books the following :—‘ The Rationale of Religious 
Enquiry’ in 1836, ‘A Collection of Hymns for Christian Worship’ in 1831, 
‘Hymns for the Christian Church and Home’ in 1840, ‘Studies of Christ- 
ianity’ in 1858, ‘Hymns of Praise and Prayer’ in 1873, ‘ Hours of Thought 
on Sacred Things’ (vol. 1 in 1876 and vol. 2 in 1879), ‘ A Study of 
Spinoza’ in 1882, ‘The Seat of Authority in Religion’ in 1890, ‘Home 
Prayers’ in 1891, ‘ Faith the Beginning, Self-surrender the Fulfilment, of the 
Spiritual Life’ in 1897, besides numerous pamphlets and addresses, also 
prefaces for various books. In 1888 he brought his suggestions for Church 
organization before the National Conference at Leeds, but no practical results 
followed. In 1868 Dr. Martineau joined in the attempt to establish a ‘ Free 
Christian Union,’ and his paper on ‘ New Affinities of Faith’ remains ta 
bear witness to his ideal. He gave an Address at the Communion Service in 
the College Chapel in October, 1893, at the opening of the new buildings oj 
Manchester College at Oxford. He was buried at Highgate Cemetery 
on January 16th, 1900, the service being conducted by the Rev. James 
Drummond, M.A., LL D., Principal of Manchester College. A Memorial 
Service was held at Little Portland-street Chapel on the same day, at whict 
the Revs. J. Estlin Carpenter, M.A., P. H. Wicksteed, M.A., and W. G 
Tarrant, B.A., took part. Dr. Martineau was a member of the British and 
Foreign Unitarian Association and a subscriber up to the time of his death.

If any parent or guardian should, in writing, request the Head Master 
iat his or her son or ward might be exempted from attending prayers or 
sligious services or worship, or lessons on religious history or on any other 
slizious subject, such son or ward (if not on the foundation) shall be 
<empted accordingly, without being deprived of any other advantage of 
he School. 

The Upper School is divided into a Classical Side and a Modern Side. 

In THE LowrrR Forms the course of instruction is the same for all, and 
1 these Elementary Science will be taught chiefly by object and diagram 
sssons, dealing with chemistry, physics, and natural history, and illustrated 
1 daily life by familiar objects. Boys who at an early age show under this 
raining a taste for observation and experiment may, with advantage, pursue 
cientific study on the modern side. 

Special attention is attached to the teaching of History, and of Geo- 
raphy, Physical, Political, and Commercial. 
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WILLASTON SCHOOL (continued). 


In the English Literature Classes the principles of literary criticism are 
kept before the boys. The books in the School Library are selected with 
the utmost care, due consideration being given to literary worth. The 
pupils are carefully advised and helped in their reading, and an honest and 
systematic effort is made to cultivate an appreciation of what is good and a 
sound literary judgment. 

Careful and individual attention is given to physical training. 

The whole system of school recreation is compulsory. The playing fields 
surround the School buildings, and offer ample space for Cricket and Foot- 
ball. The changing rooms are on the ground floor, and include shower 
baths (hot and cold water). The gymnasium is fifty feet long and thirty- 
two feet broad. An instructor is in attendance. The single fives court is 

.sixteen feet by thirty-two. The double court is eighteen feet by thirty-two. 
The courts are roofed, lighted from above, and have a spectators’ gallery. 
They are available in all states of the weather. Boys are encouraged to 
bring bicycles to the school—the county offering great facilities for riding. 
A cycle house for the proper accommodation of machines is provided. 

A kitchen and fruit and flower garden left in admirable order by the 
Founder of the School has been retained. There is also some glass and a 
vinery. Boys are taught practical gardening in the grounds under the 
School head gardener. This forms a regular part of the School course for 
all, and is supplemented by instruction in botany. 

Until a separate building is completed as a workshop, carpenters’ benches 
are placed in the gymnasium, for manual instruction. Photography is en- 
couraged—a properly-equipped dark room is at the disposal of the boys. 

Examinations will take place at Christmas and Midsummer. The latter 
will be conducted by an examiner appointed by the Oxford and Cambridge 
Board, who will inspect the School and report upon its work. Parents will 
be furnished with reports of the boys three times a year. 

Fees.—For Boarders, £100 per annum (inclusive), or £33 6s. 8d. a term 
(inclusive). (This does not include the teaching of instrumental music.) 
For Day Boys, £12 12s. a term (Tuition only). 

Foundationers.—In accordance with the wishes of the Founder, provision | 
is made for a certain number of boys as Foundationers, for whom the fees will 
only be one-half the full fees. These Founder’s Exhibitions are available in 
the case of a boy whose parent or guardian was, at the time of the boy’s ad- 
mission to the School, a minister or a member of some congregation in England 
statedly assembling for the public worship of God, and imposing no obligation 
upon any member thereof (whether minister, member, or otherwise) to sub- 
scribe or assent to any articles or article of religious belief, or to submit to 
any test of religious doctrine. But the Governing Body in all cases to have 
power to decide, in their absolute and uncontrollable discretion, whether any | 
parent or guardian was or was not a member of any such congregation as | 
aforesaid ; with power also to admit the sons or wards of persons who might 
be personally in full sympathy with, although they respectively might not 
actually be members for the time being of any such congregation as aforesaid. 

Tenure.—The Foundation Exhibitions are granted from year to year, but 
are renewable as long as the Foundationer’s conduct and progress are satis- 
factory, until the end of the Summer Term nearest his nineteenth birthday.

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PREFACE. 


Tux Editor of the Year Boox is again indebted to a great many corre- 
spondents for information and suggestions; and he will be grateful to the 
Secretaries of Congregations, Institutions, and Societies, if they will call his 
attention to any errors or omissions. 

The List of Congregations contains 362 places of worship, including 
mission rooms and hired halls : 283 in England, 39 in Ireland, 8 in Scotland, 
and 82in Wales. There are (December, 1901) 19 vacant pulpits. 

The List of Ministers contains 366 names, including a few laymen. Of 
these 292 are in charge of congregations, 14 are employed as editors, secre- 
taries, or college tutors, 44 have retired owing to infirmity or other reasons. 
There are (December, 1901) 16 ministers open to accept appointments. 

The names of 7 ministers which appeared last year are omitted from the 
present issue—4 owing to death, 3 because they have resigned or withdrawn. 
Of the ministers in the list 103 were educated at Manchester College, 100 at 
the Unitarian Home Missionary College ; 11 of the latter proceeded after- 
wards to Manchester College. 

The following names appear in the Year Book for the first time :— 
Alexander R. Andreae, B.A., educated at Manchester College; Ottwell 
Binns, formerly a Congregational minister ; George Vance Crook, formerly 
a Methodist minister ; Clement F. Dear, a Lay-preacher ; E. Gwilym Evans, 
B.A., educated at Manchester College; R. H. Greaves, Unitarian minister 
at Troy, U.S.A. ; James Bellamy Higham, B.A., formerly of the Church of 
England ; Thomas Paxton, a Lay-preacher ; J. B. Robinson, a Lay-worker ; 
and H. J. Rossington, B.A., William Lawrence Schroeder, M.A., H. Kelsey 
White,—all three educated at the Unitarian Home Missionary College. 

Liturgies are used by 116 congregations, chiefly the Ten Services in the 
older or newer form. The Essex Hall Hymnal is used by 116 congrega- 
tions ; Hymns for the Christian Church and Home by 67; and Hymns of 
Praise and Prayer by 71 congregations. In Ireland nearly all the churches 
use Hymns for Christian Worship ; in Wales, ‘ Pearls of Praise’ is used by 
the majority of the congregations. A few congregations use the Berwick 
Hymnal, revised by the Rev. Charles Hargrove, M.A., Leeds. 

Connected with the Churches and Missions there are 251 Sunday Schools 
in England, 27 in Wales, 7 in Scotland, and 36 in Ireland—321 in all.

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THE INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL OF UNITARIAN 
AND OTHER ¢ 
LIBERAL RELIGIOUS THINKERS AND WORKERS. 


Founded in Boston, U.S.A., May 25th, 1900. First General Meeting 
held in London, May 28th, 1901. Second General Meeting will 
be held in Holland or Switzerland, September, 1903. 


This Council was organised at Boston, in the United States, by 
Foreign Delegates and others in attendance at the seventy-fifth Anni- 
versary of the American Unitarian Association. A Committee, con- 
sisting of the Revs. George Batchelor, George Boros, W. Copeland 
Bowie, Samuel A. Eliot, James Hocart, and Charles W. Wendte, 
was appointed to prepare a plan of organization. The following 
Resolutions were adopted at a meeting held at Channing Hall, Boston, 
US.A., on May 25th, 1900 :— 

(1) Name.—That the proposed Association be called ‘The Inter- 
national Council of Unitarian and other Liberal Religious Thinkers 
and Workers.’ 

(2) Purpose.—That the object of the Council shall be to open 
communications with those who, in all lands, are striving to unite 
pure Religion and perfect Liberty; and to increase fellowship and 
co-operation among them. 

(3) Methods.—That as this purpose demands neither a fixed con- 
stitution nor an elaborate official organization, the foregoing provi- 
sions be the only stated Articles of the Association, and that all 
questions concerning the best methods to be employed in the conduct 
of the interests committed to the said Council be left to the future to 
determine, as experience, opportunity, correspondence, and conference 
shall disclose the possibilities of its work. 

(4) Officers.—That the Officers of the Council shall consist of a 
President and a Secretary, who, together with an Executive 
Committee, shall be chosen at each meeting to carry out its 
objects. 
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(5) First Meeting.—That the first General Meeting of the Council 
‘be held in London, in May, 1901, and thereafter every two years, 
and, so far as possible, in different countries in succession. 

(6) President and Secretary.—That the Rev. J. Estlin Carpenter, 
M.A., of Oxford, be appointed President, and the Rev. Charles 
W. Wendte, of Boston, U.S.A., to the office of General Secretary. 

The Committee of the British and Foreign Unitarian Associa- 
tion extended a hospitable invitation to the Council to hold its meet- 
ings in London under their auspices, and a special Committee, with 
the Rev. James Harwood, B.A., as Chairman, Miss E. M. Lawrence 
and Mr. Ion Pritchard as Treasurers, and the Rev. W. Copeland 
Bowie as Secretary, made all the local arrangements. The meetings 
began on Tuesday, May 28th, 1901, and were continued throughout 
the week. The Addresses and Papers, with a record of the proceed- 
ings, are published in a volume of 354 pages under the title of 
‘Liberal Religious Thought at the Beginning of the Twentieth 
Century ’ (Philip Green, Essex Hall), On Saturday, June 1st, 1901, 
a business meeting was held at Essex Hall, Hssex-street, Strand, 
London, when various Resolutions were ces and the following 
Executive Committee was appointed :— 

Professor George Boros, D.D. (Kolozsvar), Rev. W. Copeland 
Bowie (London), Rev. J. Estlin Carpenter, M.A. (Oxford), Professor 
B. D. Eerdmans, D.D. (Leiden), Rev. Samuel Eliot, D.D. (Boston, 
U.S.A.), Professor Edouard Montet, D.D. (Geneva), Professor Jean 
Reville, D.D.(Paris),and the Rev. Charles W. Wendte,(Boston,U.8.A.). 

To this Committee was entrusted the duty of arranging for the 
meetings of the Council, and of selecting a President, who should be- 
long to the country where the Council assemble. It was agreed that 
the next meeting should be held early in September, 1903, in Holland 
or in Switzerland.

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BRITISH AND FORSGIGN UNITARIAN ASSOCIATION. 


History.—The British and Foreign Unitarian Association was con- 
stituted in 1825. It arose out of the union of three Societies supported 
by Unitarians in all parts of the kingdom: (1) The Unitarian Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge and the Practice of Virtue, by the 
Distribution of Books, founded in 1791 ; (2) The Unitarian Fund, estab- 
lished in 1806, which may be regarded as ‘the most important ; and (3) The 
‘Association for Protecting the Civil Rights of Unitarians, formed in 1819. 

Management.—The Association is managed by a representative Com- 

Z~ mittee elected annually by the whole body of its members. 

Grants of Money.—The Association assists many of the older churches 
in need of help, it makes grants in aid of new churches, and in the main- 
tenance of missionary work in various places at home and abroad. The 
whole annual income, derived from collections and subscriptions, is ex- 
pended in grants of money for missionary objects. 

Grants of Pamphlets.—The Committee print and publish, from time 
to time, a great variety of Pamphlets, illustrative of Unitarian Christ- 
ianity ; and grants are treely made to individual inquirers, congregations, 
missionary societies, aud postal missions. 87,219 pamphlets were dis- 
tributed in this way during 1899. 

Publication of Books.—_The Committee also print and publish books 
of liberal religion and theology. Among recent publications the follow- 
ing may be named: ‘Laws of Life after the Mind of Christ,’ First and 
Second Series, cheap edition, by J. Hamilton Thom; ‘The Christology of 
the New Testament,’ by R. B. Drummond, B.A.; ‘A Confession of Heresy 
and a Plea for Frankness,’ by T. J. Hardy, B.A.; ‘Liberal Religious 
Thought at the Beginning of the Twentieth Centur y, edited by W. 
Copeland Bowie ; ‘Unitarian Affirmations,’ by R. Travers th B.A. ; 
‘Denials and Beliefs of Unitarians,’ by John Wright, B.A. ; ‘Life’s 
Upper School,’ by Mrs. A. C. Osler; “A Minister of God,’ Recon 
from the special sermons and addresses of John Hamilton Thom, edited 
with a memoir by V. D. Davis, B.A. They have also issued Hymm and 
Chant Books for the use of cougregations, and they publish the Essex 
Hall Year Book. 

Co-operation with local Associations.—The Committee work in co- 
operation with the various District and Local Associations in different 
parts of the country. hey have given liberal support in aid of Mission- 
ary work in the Manchester District, Northumberland and Durham, the 
South and West of England, the Midlands, South Wales, London and the 
South-Eastern counties, and elsewhere. 

Foreign Work.—Grants have been given to assist the Unitarian cause 
in Australia, Belgium, Denmark, Hungary, New Zealand, and other places. 
From July Ist, 1896, a Special Fund for Mission Work in India was opened, 
to which all expenditure for India is now charged. 

Civil Rights of Unitarians.—The Association guards the civil and 
religious rights and privileges of Unitarians; for instance, when attempts 
were made recently to teach ‘Trinitarian and other sectarian doctrines 
in rate-supported schools, the Committee took an active part in counter- 
acting this retrograde movement.

‘Tur National Conference of Unitarian, Liberal Christian, Free 
Christian, Presbyterian, and other Non-Subscribing or Kindred Con- 
gregations’ had its origin in the example set by the Unitarians of the 
United States of America, who had organized a ‘ National Conference of 
Unitarian and other Christian Churches’ in 1865. At a Council Meeting of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association, held on January 19th, 1881, 
it was resolved :—‘ That the Executive Committee be requested to consider 
the possibility and desirableness of holding a Unitarian Conference in 
England, and to ascertain the feeling of the larger Congregations, and 
report to the next Meeting of the Council.’ On June 24th, 1881, at the 
Meeting of the Council, a Committee was formed to make arrangements for 
a meeting of Ministers and Laymen in some central district for religious 
fellowship and conference. : 

The first Conference was held at Liverpool in 1882; the second at 
Birmingham in 1885; the third at Leeds in 1888; the fourth at London 
in 1891; the fifth at Manchester in 1894; the sixth at Sheffield in 1897 ; and 
the seventh at Leicester in April, 1900. 

A special Meeting of the Conference was held in London in 1897 to 
consider proposals for extending its influence and enlarging the scope of its 
work. The following Resolution was adopted :—‘That the Committee of 
the Triennial Conference having been constituted on a basis by which it 
represents the various Congregations and Associations which form the Con- 
ference, it is hereby resolved that the Committee be instructed to hold 
regular meetings to consult and, when considered advisable, to take action 
in matters affecting the well-being and interests of the congregations an 
societies which form the Conference, as by directing attention, suggestin 
plans, organising expressions of opinion, raising funds to carry out the fore 

oing objects, or summoning, if it deem it needful, a special meeting of the 
Pbaierance, Further, that the Committee shall present to each Conference 
a full report of its proceedings and the action it has taken for the approval 
or otherwise of the Conference.’ 

The Congregations in the list of Churches given in this Year Book may 
appoint the minister and one delegate to attend the meetings of the 
Conference. District Unitarian Societies also send delegates. The Con’ 
ference is intended to be representative of the Churches: the British and 
Foreign Unitarian Association is governed by a Committee appointed by its 
individual subscribers.

MINISTERS’ CONFERENCES. 


Body of English Presbyterian Ministers in and about the 
Cities of London and Westminster.—At the beginning of the reign of 
Charles II. there was an organized community of Presbyterian Ministers who 
possessed and exercised the privilege of presenting Petitions and Addresses 
to the Sovereign. In 1691 the Bodies of Presbyterian and Independent 
Ministers joined together as ‘United Brethren.’ Doctrinal differences, 
however, led to a dissolution of the Union after a few years. Then the 
Presbyterians styled themselves and were known as ‘ The Body (or Board) of 
Presbyterian Ministers in and about the cities of London and Westminster.’ 
In 1702 on the accession of Queen Anne, the three Denominations, viz: the 
Presbyterian, Independent, and Anti-paedobaptist, formed a Union (each 
Body, however retaining its separate existence), which was renewed in the 
following reign, and in 1727 took the title ‘The General Body of Protestant 
Dissenting Ministers of the Three Denominations residing in and about the 
cities of London and Westminster.’ This united Body had the privilege of 
addressing the Throne. In 1836 in consequence of doctrinal difficulties the 
Presbyterians seceded and on the accession of Queen Victoria were permitted 
to resume their ancient practice, which they have since continued to exercise, 
of addressing, as a separate Body, the Sovereign in person. The Presbyterian 
form of government has not been in use among them since the Act of 
Uniformity. The Meetings of the Body are generally held at Dr. Williams’s 
Library, Gordon-square, London, W.C. Hon. Secs., Revs. James Harwood, 
B.A. and F. K. Freeston.

Chamberlain Trust, Hul!l.—This Trust was created by Leonard 
Chamberlain, of Hull, August 19th, 1716. The landed estates and property 
are vested in four Trustees, formerly members of Bowlalley-lane Chapel, 
but now, by an order ot the Charity Commissioners, dated November 10th, 
1882, members of Park-street Church, Hull. The income, about £1,000 per 
annum from rents and invested funds, is devoted towards the support of a 
number of almshouses, the education of forty children, and a weekly 
allowance to twenty poor people resident in the town of Hull. ' A distribu- 
tion of bread is made every Sunday at Park-street Church, the minister of 
which also receives substantial benefit from the Trust. A bursary of £80 
per annum tenable for four years is also at the disposal of the Trustees 
towards the maintenance of a student for the ministry. Secretary, H.

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Channing House School Presentation Fund.—This fund (founded 
1884), which depends entirely on voluntary contributions, was instituted to 
assist ministers who are not able to pay the full fees for the education of 
their daughters at Channing House School, Highgate, London.

Clough Fund.—This fund was founded in 1755 by Mrs. Clough, of 
Liverpool.

According to a new scheme approved by the Charity Com- 
missioners, an annual sum of £10 is paid to the minister of Park-lane Chapel, 
near Wigan, and an annual sum of £5 to the minister of Hope-street Church, 
Liverpool, who now stands in the place of the minister of Key-street Chapel, 
Liverpool, mentioned by Mrs. Clough. The balance of the income is applied 
for educational purposes, more especially the education of students for the 
Christian Ministry, born in Lancashire, and for the purchase of suitable 
books for such students. The minimum grant is £10, and the maximum 
grant £60 per annum, to such a student, and it cannot be made to any one 
student for a longer term than five years. The present acting Trustees 
are: Richard Robert Meade-King, Arthur Sherwood Thew, Charles William 
Jones, William Benjamin Bowring, Joseph Coventry, Richard Robinson, 
Robert Durning Holt, and Frederick Cook.

Essex Hall.—This building, in Essex-street, Strand, formerly Essex- 
street Chapel, was acquired and altered in 1885 to provide a Central Hall or 
meeting-place in the metropolis for Unitarians, Offices for the Secretaries 
and Committees of the British and Foreign Unitarian Association and the 
Sunday School Association, Sale-rooms and Store-rooms for the Books, a 
Library, Reading-room, and other offices.

be persons believing in the Unity of G od (as opposed to Trinitarianism), or 
members of the Roman Catholic Church’; and he directed that the 
unmarried recipients shall not be less than half of the total number of 
recipients, and that the Roman Catholic recipients shall not exceed one- 
third of the whole number of recipients. And as to the other moiety, the 
testator declared the same to be ‘for the benefit of deserving single women 
who shall have been employed in domestic service, but who from age, 
infirmity, accident, or other cause, are no longer fit for service,’ and no re- 
ligious test is applied to them. The priests for the time being of St. Marie’s 
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Roman Catholic Church, Sheffield, are directed to be governors, together with 
the trustees of the will, and the trustees of the Upper Chapel (Unitarian), 
Sheffield, and their minister for the time being; the testator and his 
ancestors haying been members of the Upper Chapel congregation since its 
foundation. Donors of £50 to the funds of the institution become life 
vovernors. The late Mrs. Fisher, it should be added, was a Roman 
Catholic. Hach annuitant and pensioner receives from £10 to £25 per 
znnum.

(3.) The grant to an aided congregation will be suspended whenever 
the pulpit becomes vacant, and not renewed until the approval of the 
Committee is obtained to any new arrangements that are made. 

(4.) The Committee may renew grants to newly-established congrega- 
tions, without diminution, for five successive years, but each subsequent 
renewal shall be diminished by at least ten per cent. of the original grant. 

(5.) Grants to old-established congregations shall be regulated by a 
consideration of the amount raised locally, apart from endowments; and, 
unless by a special resolution of the Committee, no grant to an old- 
_ established congregation shall exceed one-fourth of its receipts from all 
sources. 

(6) As far as possible, every grant-aided congregation shall be visited 
once a year,—by the Secretary, or a member of the Committee, or other 
authorised person.

At the same meeting a 
‘aft of Revised Rules recommended by the Committee was submitted, and 
lopted with some slight amendments. The preamble of the constitution as 
2ally adopted was as follows :—‘ The object of the institution is, to assist in 
.e education of young men for the work of preaching the Gospel and 
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promoting practical Christianity among the people, especially the poor, the 
untaught, and the neglected. The institution adheres to the principle of 
freely imparting theological knowledge, without insisting on the adoption of 
particular theological doctrines.” The more important of the new rules are 
the following :— 

Cotzeciare Course.—The full Collegiate Course shall consist of an Arts 
Curriculum of at least two years, and a Theological Curriculum of at least 
two years, each year comprising three academical terms. 

Tyrors.—There shall be appointed a Principal, and such other Tutors or 
Lecturers (if any), and all with such duties, as the Committee shall from 
time to time determine. ; 

ApMIssion of STUDENTS.—Students may be admitted to the Collegiate 
Course after having attained the age of eighteen years ; and to the Theological 
Curriculum

The College exists for the purpose of educating young men for the Christian 
inistry among Protestant Nonconformists, and is open to Students of 
‘1 Denominations without any theological test.

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COLLEGIATE EDUCATION IN IRELAND. 


Srupents for the ministry in the Non-subscribing Presbyterian Churches 
of Ireland may attend the Queen’s College, Belfast, for their Arts course, 
and receive theological education at the Uuitarian Home Missionary College, 
Manchester, or otherwise, as may be appointed by the Association of Non- 
subscribing Presbyterians. The Committee of this Association receive ap- 
plications through the Secretary, Rev. J. Kennedy, Larne, for benefit from 
the Fund and exercises supervision of the studies being pursued when a 
grant is made. 

Whilst the degrees of Dublin University (i.e., practically Trinity College, 
Dublin) are not now as formerly subject to theological restriction, its Divinity 
School is for the teaching of Episcopalian tenets. Presbyterians have the 
benefit of alternative instruction, Magee College, Derry, and the Assembly’s 
College, Belfast, being both engaged in preparation for the Subscribing 
Ministry. The Methodists have a College at Belfast. 

The Royal University which replaced the Queen’s University (Q.U.I.), 
but not as a teaching institution, is open to all Denominations, granting its 
degrees, without restriction, to all who pass prescribed examinations. 

The Queen’s Colleges have no other provision for theology than appoint- 
ing as Deans of Residence those whom each Denomination may select to 
teach the students respectively connected with it.

Nearly all Unitarian and Free Christian Churches possess what wre known 
as ‘Open Trust Deeds.’ The land, buildings, and endowments (if any) are 
held in Trust for the worship of God, and for the religious, moral, or intellectual 
improvement of the Congregation for the time being worshipping there, and for its 
general benevolent objects. 

__ In drafting a New Trust Deed care should be taken to clearly state that 
if any question should at any time arise as to the purposes for which the suid 
Church or Chapel may lawfully be used, the widest meaning should be attached to 
the trust aforesaid, so that neither by reference to the actual or supposed opinions 
of the founders, nor otherwise, shall any restriction be imposed on the liberty of 
the congregation for the time being to change its opinions with regard to religious 
doctrines or modes of regulating worship. 

_ The deed should be settled by a solicitor, who will consider questions of con- 
sideration, enrolment, etc.

Registration of Births and Deaths. 


Births.—Parents are required to see to the registration of Births (at the 
tegistrar’s office for the district in which they reside) within six weeks, under 
, penalty of 40s. for default. There is no charge for such registration, unless 
he Registrar attends, by a written request, at the house of the parents, when 
.e becomes entitled to a fee of 1s. In default of the parents, the occupier of 
he house in which the child was born, and other persons, are held responsible 
or giving information to the Registrar. After the lapse of three months 
rom the date of birth, the registration can only be effected by paying fees of 
Ss. 6d. each to the Registrar and Superintendent-Registrar. 

Deaths must be registered within five days, but registration may be 
elayed for fourteen days provided written information of the death, 
ogether with a medical certificate of its cause, be forwarded to the Registrar 
yithin five days. The nearest relative present at the death or during the 
ast illness is the responsible person, or should there be no relative present, 
hen the occupier of the house, or the person who causes the body to be 
uried. Penalty for default, 40s. The doctor’s certificate must be produced 
o the Registrar at the time of registration, and the Registrar’s certificate to 
he officiating Minister at the interment. No fee is payable if the 
oformants attend at the Registrar’s office, but he becomes entitled to a fee 
f 1s. if he attends by request at their houses. 


Registration of Chapels. 


Ordinary Registration.—All dissenting places of worship should be regis- 
ered. Registration is effected by giving a certificate in writing that the 
hapel is used for worship to the Superintendent-Registrar of the District 
n aform which he will supply on application. The fee on registration is 
s. 6d., and a certified copy of the Registrar-General’s certificate of the 
vegistration can be obtained for a further payment of 2s. 6d. The Registers 
an at any time be inspected at the Superintendent-Registrar’s office on 
ayment of a fee of ls. Registered places of worship are exempt from the 
rovisions of the Charitable Trusts Acts. When a place of worship is re- 
uilt, either on the same or another site, the old certificate of registration 
1ust be cancelled and the place re-registered. 


Registration of Chapels for Marriages.—A place of worship must, 
efore marriages can legally be celebrated therein, in addition to being regis- 
red as above mentioned, be separately registered for the performance of 
arriages. Before registering a place for marriages, the Superintendent- 
vegistrar of the district must be satisfied by certificate that the building has 
een used for worship for one year previous to the application. A fee of £3 is 
ayable, and the Registration is advertised in the London Gazette and in a local 
ewspaper. When a chapel ceases to be used for worship or is rebuilt, the 
ertificate is cancelled, and in that case it requires to be renewed if worship is 
2sumed. When a congregation has removed from one chapel to another, and 
ae old building has ceased to be used as a place of public worship, the certificate 
f the old chapel may be cancelled, and the new building registered for the 
olemnisation of marriages, without waiting for a year to elapse. All neces- 
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sary forms and information will be supplied by the Superintendent-Registrar 
of the District. 


Marriage Laws. 


England and Wales.—Marriages may be solemnised in any registered 
building, or in a district registry office either by certificate or by licence. 
If by certificate, notice (accompanied with fee of 1s. for entry in ‘ Marriage 
Notice Book’) must be given by one of the parties, if both live in one district, 
to the Superintendent-Registrar, on form furnished for purpose, containing 
solemn declaration of absence of impediment to intended marriage, certify- 
ing that one of the parties has dwelt at least seven days in district, and must 
be signed in presence of Registrar or deputy ; but if parties live in different 
districts, notices must be sent to respective Superintendent-Registrars. 
Twenty-one clear days after entry of notice the certificate (for which 1s. must 
be paid) will be granted on application. 

The same applies if one party lives in Ireland, only notice must be given 
on form used in Ireland. If one party lives in Scotland, Scotch certificate of 
proclamation of banns will be accepted as equal to certificate. 

If by licence, though both parties do not dwell in same district, only one 
need give notice (on a form impressed with a 2s. 6d. stamp), certifying that he 
or she has resided at least fifteen days in district, though marriage may be 
held in district of either party. Both parties, however, must bein England 
at time of notice, though only one clear day is required (unless marriage take 
place in Ireland with some one there, when seven days are required) between 
notice and granting of licence. Cost of licence, £2 4s. 6d. 

If there be no registered building in the district according to rites or 
ceremonies desired by parties, by endorsing notice with such declaration 
marriage may be held in another district. 

If usual ‘ place of worship’ at which ceremony is desired, be out of district 
of either’s dwelling, by inserting words :—‘ Such building being usual place 
of worship of said , and situate not more than two miles beyond limits of 
district of , certificate will be granted accordingly. 

The marriage must take place in registered building specified in certificate, 
with open doors, between the hours of eight in the morning and three in the 
afternoon, within three calendar months from day of entry of notice, in 
presence of Registrar (or his deputy, or, if the Marriage Act of 1898 has been 
adopted, in the presence of the Authorised person) and two or more credible 
witnesses besides minister, if any.

Ireland.—Marriages according to the form and discipline of the 
Presbyterian Church may be celebrated— 
1. By special licence ; 
2. By licence; or 
3. After publication of banns. i 
(1.) In the first case ‘Both parties must be members of the same 
Church as the Moderator who grants the Special Licence,’—that is to say 
the Remonstrant Synod of Ulster, the Presbytery of Antrim, and the 
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mod of Munster, are treated as three separate denominations, and the 
oderator of each has the privilege of granting special licences to the 
smbers of his own body. 


(2.) Ordinary licences can be granted when only one of the parties is a 
esbyterian. Hach Presbytery is authorised to appoint, subject to the 
proval of the Lord Lieutenant, a sufficient number of Presbyterian 
inisters to issue licences for marriage in meeting-houses duly certified, in 
nnection with the Presbytery. 

Anyone wishing to obtain a licence must, seven days before the licence 
all be delivered to him or her, produce to the licensing minister a certificate 
ym the minister of the congregation of which he or she shall be a member 
d has been a member for at least one calendar month preceding. This 
ngregation must be in connection with the Presbytery to which the licensing 
inister belongs. 

(3.) When both parties are Presbyterians, marriages may be celebrated 
ter the banns have been proclaimed for three Sundays in the Presbyterian 
2eting-houses attended by each of the parties. 

The presence of the Registrar is not required at a marriage celebrated in 
place of worship whether Presbyterian or otherwise. 


Scotland.—The ceremony can be performed by the minister of any de- 
mination, in any place, at any time, with or without any particular form. 
1e law has been amended so as to put an end, as far as possible, to what 
re known as ‘irregular’ marriages. Legal notice must now be given to 
e Registrar of the parish or district, as in England, the names of the con- 
wcting parties being exhibited for seven days on the notice board outside 
e office of the Registrar in whose district the parties have resided for at 
ust fifteen days immediately preceding. At the expiration of the period 
med a certificate will be granted, and on this the marriage may take place 
cher in a church or elsewhere. Any person who has resided for at least 
enty-one days in Scotland may be married by going to the Registrar’s 
ice in which he or she may reside, accompanied by two witnesses who can 
rtify as to the term of residence, and exchanging written contract with the 
her party, afterwards proceeding to the County Sheriff’s chambers to have 
e marriage registered. 


Burial Laws. 


By the common law of England every parishioner is entitled to be 
vied in the churchyard of his parish, and for this purpose every person 
a parishioner of the parish in which he dies. Prior to the Burial Act of 
80, the burial service of the Church of England was the only one which 
ight be read in churchyards or other consecrated ground. 

The notice of an intention to bury, in either churchyards or the conse- 
ated parts of parochial cemeteries, should be given with as little delay as 
ssible, and mus’ not be later than forty-eight hours before the time pro- 
sed for the buri... The notice may be given by any relative, friend, or 
gal representative having charge of, or being responsible for, the burial. 
e may be the minister who will conduct the service. -r the undertaker, if 
ily autnorised.

are not used; the Act only requiring that the notice shall be in the form

In the case of a churchyard, the notice is to be left at the house of the 
clergyman, or, in his absence, of the clergyman in charge of the parish, or 0: 
any person appointed to receive such notices. 

In the case of a parochial cemetery, if there is a chaplain for the con 
secrated ground, the notice is to be addressed to him, but is to be left at th 
office of the Clerk of the Burial Board. 

In the case of a pauper, notice may be given to the incumbent, or th 
chaplain, and also to the master of the workhouse, or to the clerk to th 
Guardians, by the husband, wife, or next of kin. The Guardians will b 
bound to allow the burial to be in accordance with the Act. 

It is not necessary that the clergyman should consent to a burial under th 
Act. He can object only to the time proposed, and do that only in certail 
cases. Unlessit be otherwise mutually arranged, burials must be between a 
and 6 0’clock from April 1st to October Ist, and between 10 and 3 fron 
October 1st to Aprii 1st. 

A burial may take place either without ‘any religious service’ or ‘ wit! 
such Christian and orderly religious service’ at the grave as the person res 
ponsible for the burial may think fit, and ‘ any person or persons >_whethe 
ministers or laymen—who may be invited or authorised, may conduct suc! 
service, or take part in any religious act thereat. ‘The words ‘ Christia: 
service ’ include ‘every religious service used by any church, denominatior 
or person, professing to be Christian.’ 

All burials must be decent and orderly, and any one guilty of riotou: 
violent, or indecent behaviour, or of obstructing any service, will be guilty of 
misdemeanour. 

So also will any person who shall ‘ deliver any address, not bein 
part of, or incidental to, any religious service’ permitted by the Act, or wh 
wilfully endeavours ‘to bring into contempt or obloquy the Christian religio1 
or the belief or worship of any church or denomination of Christians, or th 
members or any minister of any such church or denomination, or any othe 


person.’

The law in regard to the latter 
Mains as it was previous to the passing of the Act of 1880, except that the 
irths and Deaths Registration Act, 1874, sec. 17, is amended, in the case of 
rials under the Act of 1880, and the Registrar’s. certificate must be 
slivered, not to the officiating minister, but to the person in charge of the 
ineral; who, if he so choose, retains it. The Registrar’s certificate is not 
sential to an interment taking place ; for the Burials Act of 1880 expressly 
rovides that if the person in charge of the funeral has not received it within 
ven days after the interment, he must give notice to the Registrar.] 

The clergy of the Church of England are at liberty to use the burial service 
‘that Church in any unconsecrated burial-ground, or in the chapel therein. 
he relatives may have such service performed in unconsecrated ground by 
w clergyman of the Church of England who may be willing to perform the 
me. 

In cases where the Church of England service cannot legally be used, and 
| any other case, at the request of the relatives, the clergy may use some other 
ian the ordinary burial service of the Church of England, provided that it 
us been approved by the Bishop, and is taken wholly from the Bible and 
rayer-Book. 

The Act of 1880 does not entitle any one to be buried in any place in 
hich he would have no right to be buried if the Act had not passed. 

When permission to bury a non-parishioner is given, the service may be 
mducted under the?Act. The incumbent has no legal right to make his 
msent to the burial of a non-parishioner dependent on the service being 
nducted by himself, or some other clergyman. 

Neither does it affect previously existing regulations or authority in regard 
the position of graves, inscriptions on gravestones, &c. The same fees 
ill also have to be paid asthough the burial were conducted by a clergyman. 

The Act of 1880 applies only to England and Wales and the Channel 
lands. 


Burial Grounds Act, 1900.—This Act, which received the royal assent 
ily 10th, 1900, and comes into operation January Ist, 1901, modifies the 
ct of 1880 by rendering the forty-eight hours notice no longer necessary 
_ the case of the consecrated parts of parochial cemeteries. The Act does 
ot deal with churchyards. In future, burial boards ‘ may, if they think fit,’ 
»ply to have a portion of the cemetery consecrated ; formerly they were 
mapelled to have a portion consecrated. Burial boards are no longer 
ympelled to erect two cemetery chapels, one for Anglicans and one for Non- 
mformists. They may erect any chapel ‘they may consider necessary’ ; 
it any chapel so erected ‘shall not be consecrated, or reserved for the 
cclusive use of any denomination.’ The payment of fees to an incumbent 
a parish will no longer be required ‘except for services rendered by him.’ 
1 future, when a Nonconformist minister officiates in the consecrated part 
a parochial cemetery, he, and not the clergyman, will receive the fee. 
hese provisions apply to cemeteries opened after the passing of the Act. 
1 the case of cemeteries already existing the old fees will continue to be 
cacted for fifteen years, or on the vacating of the incumbency, whichever is 
1e longer period. 
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Charitable Trusts, Investments, etc. 


Charitable Trusts—The Acts relating to Charitable Trusts give the 
Charity Commissioners very extensive jurisdiction over all charitable trusts 
(except certain exempted charities), and empower the Commissioners t¢ 
inquire into the management of charities, to oblige their trustees to rende1 
accounts, to advise such trustees on the administration of the trusts, t« 
authorise or direct legal proceedings to be taken, to authorise the granting 0! 
leases and making of improvements, and raising of money by mortgage, t¢ 
authorise trustees to remove schoolmasters and other officers, to authorise th 
sale, exchange, or partitions of lands, to remove and appoint trustees, and t 
make new schemes for the administration of charities. Among the charitie: 
exempted from the operations of these Acts are any buildings registered a: 
places of meeting for religious worship with the Registrar-General of Births 
Deaths, and Marriages, and bond fide used as places of meeting for religiou 
worship. Exempted charities can, by application under certain sections 0 
one of the Acts, have the benefits of the Acts extended to them. 


Dissenters’ Chapels Act.—It is under this Act (7 & 8 Vict., c. 45), passe 
19th July, 1844, that many of the old Presbyterian Chapels are secured t 
the Unitarians. The Act provides in substance that where there is n 
express statement in the deed of foundation as to the particular doctrine 
for which a chapel was to be employed, twenty-five years’ usage shall b 
conclusive. 

Dissenters in Established Church Pulpits—The Act by which it i 
considered that the Clergy are restrained from inyiting Dissenters to occup 
their pulpits is the Act of Uniformity of 1662 (13 & 14 Car. IT.,.c. 14). B: 
this Act no one may act or preach as a lecturer (in which capacity it is con 
ceived a Dissenter or layman would appear, if so invited to preach) withou 
a licence from the Bishop, and it has been decided that the discretion of th 
Bishop to grant or withhold his licence cannot be questioned. Any lecture 
who acts in contravention of this enactment ‘“ shall suffer three months’ im 
prisonment without bail or mainprize.” No penalty, however, xppears to b 
incurred by a parson inviting or permitting an unlicensed lecturer to use hi 
pulpit ; though a Bishop who grants a licence to anyone who has not firs 
subscribed to the Three Articles concerning ‘‘the King’s supremacy, th 
Book of Common Prayer, and the 39 Articles,” will have to suffer the seriou 
inconvenience of being suspended from giving licences to preach for the spac 
of twelve months. 


Land, Gifts and Sales of,—The law relating to gifts and sales of lan 
and other property for charitable uses (amongst which are included the erectio 
of chapels, schools, &c.), has been recently consolidated by the Mortmain an 
Charitable Uses Act, 1888 (51 & 52 Vict., cap. 42) and the Mortmain an 
Charitable Uses Act, 1891 (54 & 55 Vict., c. 73), but is still very complicate 
No attempt should be made to give effect to sales of more than two acres ¢ 
land, or to gifts for such purposes without competent legal advice. Land n¢ 
exceeding two acres in extent may be conveyed to ‘trustees on behalf of an 
society or body of persons associated together for religious purposes,” ‘‘ fe 
the erection thereon of a building for such purposes,” “ or whereon a buildit 
used or intended to be used for such purposes has been erected,” without an 
special formalities, provided that such conveyance be made in good faith, f 
full and valuable consideration. It is no longer necessary to enrol either tl 
conveyance or the deed declaring the trusts, though the trustees may enr 
such deed if they think fit. Any property, except lands, tenements ar 
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reditaments, and personal property directed to be laid out in them, may 
assured to charity, either for value or as a gift, and either by deed or will, 
ithout restriction of any kind. 


Oaths Act, 1888.—The Act to amend the Law as to Oaths,passed on the 
th December, 1888, enacts that every person upon objecting to being sworn, 
id stating, as the ground of such objection, either that he has no religious 
lief, or that the taking of an oath is contrary to his religious belief, 
all be permitted to make his solemn affirmation instead of taking an 
th, in all places and for all purposes where an oath is or shall be required 
‘law, which affirmation shall be of the same force and effect as if he had 
ken the oath. Every such affirmation shall be as follows:—‘“I, A. B., do 
lemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm,” and then proceed with the 
ords of the oath prescribed by law, omitting any words of imprecation or 
lling to witness. If any person to whom an oath is administered desires 

swear with uplifted hand in the form and manner in which an oath is 
ually administered in Scotland, he shall be permitted to do so, and the 
th shall be administered to him in such form and manner without further 
1estion. 

Rates, Exemption from.—By 3 & 4 Will. IV., cap.2 30, all churches, 
apels, meeting-houses, or premises exclusively appropriated to public re- 
sious worship, and which are duly certified for such purpose, are exempted 
om the payment of Poor and Church rates. But such parts of the premises 
, are not so exclusively appropriated, and from which any rent, profit, or 
lvantage is received, are liable to be rated. By the Public Health Act 1875 
e incumbent or minister of any building already exempt by law from poor 
tes shall not beliable to rates for paving, sewering, or lighting. The provisions 
this Act do not apply to the Metropolis. By 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 40, author- 
ies having power to levy any rate may exempt any building used exclusively 
}a Sunday-school or Ragged-school. The exemption is in the option of the 
ithorities. 

Recent Statutes.—The Acts of Parliament of 55 & 56 Vict. may be use- 
lly consulted on the following subjects:—Chapter 11, Mortmain and 
haritable Uses Act Amendment; Chapter 15, Charity Inquiries (Expenses) ; 
hapter 23, Foreign Marriage; Chapter 32, Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 

Registers, Dissenting, of Births, Baptisms, Marriages, Deaths, and 
urials —These registers and records, which were collected, examined and 
yproved by a Royal Commission, are now deposited in the custody of the 
egistrar-General, at the Non-Parochial Register Office, Somerset House, 
ondon, which, for the purposes of the Act of 3 & 4 Vict., c. 92, is deemed a 
‘anch or part of the General Register Office. Searches and extracts from 
ese registers and records will be granted on every day except Sundays, 
hristmas Day, and Good Friday, between the hours of ten and four, upon 
srsonal application only, and payment of legal fees. Applications by letter 
r search or extract cannot be complied with. Persons residing in the country, 
.erefore, who may require searches of certificates, must, of necessity, apply 
} a friend in London, or employ an agent. All other communications by 
tter, on the subject of the above-mentioned registers and records, must be 
idressed to the ‘“‘ Registrar-General, General Register Office, London ;” and 
is requested that the words ‘‘ Non-Parochial Registers’? may be written on 
ie outside of all such letters, the postage of which may be left unpaid. The 
e for each search is 1s., and for each certificate, 2s. 6d. 


Sites for Chapels.—By the Places of Worship Sites’ Act, 1873, amended 
y an Act of 1883, owners of settled estates, corporations, and officers, trustees, 
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and commissioners holding land for public purposes, are empowered, within 
certain limitations, to grant sites for places of religious worship, residences 
for ministers, and burial grounds. 


Trustees’ Incorporation Act.—35 & 36 Vict.,c. 24.—This Act, entitled 
“ An Act to facilitate the Incorporation of Trustees of Charities for Religious, 
Educational, Literary, Scientific, and Public Charitable Purposes, and the 
Enrolment of certain Charitable Trust-Deeds,” was passed 27th June, 1872. 
The object of the Act is to facilitate the incorporation of the charities 
indicated in the title, and to diminish the expense of enrolment under an Act 
passed in the thirtieth year of the reign of Her present Majesty. Owing tc 
the option of granting a certificate being by the Act vested in the Charity 
Commissioners for England and Wales, and to the latter having held that 
such certificate should be refused in cases where the property might be vested 
in the official trustee of the Commissioners under the Charity Commission 
Acts, the Incorporation Act has become practically useless. 


Trustees Investments by.—The Trustee Act, 1898, consolidates the 
various enactments relating to trustees. The first part relates to invest 
ments, and as to these it is (inter alia) enacted that a trustee may, unless 
expressly forbidden by the instrument (if any) creating the trust, and subject 
to any consent required by such instrument, in addition to the powers con 
ferred thereby, invest any trust funds in his hands, whether at the time in ¢ 
state of investment or not, as follows :— 

(a) In any of the Parliamentary stocks or public funds or Government 
securities of the United Kingdom. 

(b) On real or heritable securities in Great Britain or Ireland. 

(c) In the stock of the Bank of England or the Bank of Ireland. 

(d) In India three-and-a-half per cent. stock and India three per cent 
stock, or in any other capital stock which may at any time hereafter bi 
issued by the Secretary of State in Council of India under the authority} 
of Act of Parliament and charged on the revenues of India. 

(e) In any securities the interest of which is for the time being guaranteed 
by Parliament. 

(f) In consolidated stock created by the Metropolitan Board of Works o1 
by the London County Council or in Debenture stock created by the Receive! 
for the Metropolitan Police District. 

(g) In the debenture or rent charge or guaranteed or preference stock oi 
any railway company in Great Britain or Ireland incorporated by specia 
Act of Parliament and having during each of the ten years last past befor 
the date of investment paid a dividend at the rate of not less than three pe: 
centum per annum on its ordinary stock. 

(h) In the stock of any railway or canal company in Great Britain o. 
Ireland whose undertaking is leased in perpetuity or for a term of not les: 
than two hundred years at a fixed rental to any such railway company as is 
mentioned in sub-section g either alone or jointly with any other railway 
company. 

(7) In the debenture stock of any railway company in India the interes‘ 
on which is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of State in Council of India 

(j) In the ““B” annuities of the Hastern Bengal, the East Indian anc 
the Scinde, Punjaub and Delhi Railways and any like annuities which may 
at any time hereafter be created on the purchase of any other railway by the 
Secretary of State in Council of India and charged on the revenues of India 
and which may be authorized by Act of Parliament to be accepted by 
‘trustees in lieu of any stock held by them in the purchased railway, also in 
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leferred annuities comprised in the register of holders of annuity Class D 
nd annuities comprised in the register of annuitants Class C of the Hast 
ndian Railway Company. 

(k) In the stock of any railway company in India upon which a fixed or 
ninimum dividend in sterling is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of State 
n Council of India or upon the capital of which the interest is so guaranteed. 

(1) In the debenture or guaranteed or preference stock of any company in 
xreat Britain or Ireland established for the supply of water for profit and 
ncorporated by special Act of Parliament or by Royal Charter and having 
luring each of the ten years last past before the date of investment paid a 
lividend of not less than £5 per centum per annum on its ordinary stock. 

(m) In nominal or inscribed stock issued or to be issued by the corporation 
f any municipal borough having according to the returns of the last census 
rior to the date of investment a population exceeding fifty thousand or by 
my county council under the authority of any Act of Parliament or 
-rovisional Order. 

(nx) In nominal or inscribed stock issued or to be issued by any com- 
nissioners incorporated by Act of Parliament for the purpose of supplying 
vater and having a compulsory power of levying rates over an area haying 
ecording to the returns of the last census prior to the date of investment a 
opulation exceeding fifty thousand, provided that during each of the ten 
rears last past before the date of investment the rates levied by such com- 
missioners shall not have exceeded eighty per centum of the amount 
uthorized by law to be levied. 

(0) In any of the stocks, funds, or securities for the time being authorized 
or the investment of cash under the control or subject to the order of the 
igh Court. 

Provided that*a trustee may not purchase at a price exceeding its 
edemption value any stock mentioned in sub-sections (9), (2), (%), (/), and (m), 
vhich is liable to. be redeemed within fifteen years of the date of purchase at 
ar or at some other fixed rate, or purchase any such stock as is mentioned 
a such sub-sections, which is liable to be redeemed at par or at some other 
xed rate, at a price exceeding 15 per cent. above par or such other fixed rate.

Vaccination Act (1898).—No parent or other person shall be liable to any 
enalty under Sec. 29 or Sec. 31 of the Act of 1867, if, within four months 
rom the birth of the child, he satisfies two justices, or a stipendiary or metro- 
olitan police magistrate in petty sessions, that he conscientiously believes 
hat vaccination would be prejudicial to the health of the child, and delivers 
certificate to that effect to the vaccination officer within seven days. And 
o order shall be made under Sec. 31] of the same Act on any person who has 
een previously convicted of non-compliance with a similar order relating to 
he same child. No proceedings shall be taken under Sec. 31, against any 
arent or person who has been convicted under Sec. 29 on account of the 
ame child, until it has reached the age of four years. The Vaccination 
ict, 1898, remains in force until the Ist of January, 1904.

Aberdeen.—A site in a central part of the city for a new Unitarian Church at Aberdeen 
was secured in October, 1901. The McQuaker Trustees have made a grant of £750, and Sir 
John T. Brunner, Bart., M. P., and Mr. Frederick Nettlefold have each ‘promised £100, in aid of 
the Building Fund. 

Auckland, N.Z.—The Foundation Stones of the First Unitarian Church in Ponsonby- 
oad, Auckland, were laid on August 17th, 1901, by the minister, the Rev. W. Jellie, B.A., 
and Captain Lamb ; the presentation trowels were given by the congregation. The sum of 
£326 was contributed by English Unitarians towards the Building Fund. 

Billingshurst.—Week-evening Services were continued in the Mission Church at Wis- 
borough Green, near Billingshurst, by the Rev. George Lansdown, and he has also conducted 
Sunday afternoon service there. 


Birmingham.—On March 29th, 1901, the opening of the Twentieth Century was cele- 
‘brated by a gathering in the Town Hall, Birmingham, at which Lieut.-General Phelps pre- 
sided.

Catterick.—On July 13th, 1901, a Pilgrimage was made to Catterick in the North Riding

H. Coysh, Mr. J. D. Donald, Mr. W. J. Watson, Mr. Councillor Green, Mr. and Mrs. 
E. Cox-Walker, and Mrs. L. Worstenholm, also were present.

8. Fletcher Williams, desires to place on record its high appreciation of the services he ren- 
dered during two and a half years as representative of the British and Foreign Unitarian 
Association in India, its gratitude and admiration for the devotion with which he gave him- 
self to his mission, as an eloquent exponent of liberal religious thought and spiritual reli- 
gion, and its sorrow that his labours should have been cut short by death, when the ripe- 
ness of his gifts and the wide experience he had gathered gave such promise of yet more 
fruitful service. The Committee feel that in thus recording their sense of loss they are 
‘united in a common sorrow with many friends both in this country and in India, and they 
would offer to the members of Mr. Williams's family an expression of heartfelt sympathy in 
their bereavement.’

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Binns.—The Rev. William Binns, of Blackpool, died April 6th, 1901, aged 
73. Mr. Binns was born at Bingley on October 10th, 1827. Asayoung man he 
was a local preacher among the Methodists. In December, 1854, he entered 
as a student of the newly-formed Unitarian Home Missionary Board in 
Manchester, and on concluding his course in April, 1858, becaine minister of 
the Unitarian Church, Charing Cross, Birkenhead, leaving there for Devonport 
for two and a half years, but returning to Birkenhead, which he served for 
twenty-five years. In 1887 Mr. Binns removed to Plymouth, and subse- 
quently to Blackpool. In each of these towns he founded a Shakespeare 
Society. He was a warm advocate of the School Board system, and in- 
terested himself in the work of the Charity Organization Society. Mr. 
Binns contributed to the Liverpool Mercwry and other papers. He also 
wrote for The Inquirer, the Westminster, the Theological, and the 
Modern Reviews. In 1878 he preached the annual sermon of the British 
and Foreign Unitarian Association, and in 1881 gave the third of ten lectures 
published as a volume on ‘ Positive Aspects of Unitarian Christianity,’ his 
subject being ‘The Supreme Moral Law.’ He was an acute and able 
thinker, an interesting writer, and a clever speaker. 


Black.—The Rev. James Black, M.A., died in London on January 31st, 
1901, aged 66. Mr. Black was a graduate of Glasgow University, and 
served for some time as minister in the Church of Scotland in Canada. On 
his return to England he became a Unitarian, and was minister at Stockport 
1867 to 1882, Todmorden 1882 to 1886, and Knutsford 1886 to 1889. For 
some years he was missionary tutor in the Unitarian Home Missionary 
College in Manchester, and one of the editors of the Unitarian Herald. In 
1889 he went to the United States, where he engaged in teaching. He was 
on a visit to England at the time of his death. 


Byles.—The Rev. John Byles died at Richmond, Surrey, on March 
14th, 1901, aged 61. Mr. Byles was educated at the Lancashire Independent 
College. As a Congregational minister he settled at Blackburn, and after 
wards at Ealing. In 1896, he accepted a call to Zion Chapel, Wake 
field. In 1898, on joining the Unitarian body, he became minister 0: 
the Kettering Road Free Church, Northampton, from which he retired 
owing to ill-health. Among his published works are ‘ Talks to the Child 
ren,’ ‘The Boy and the Angel,’ and ‘ The Legend of St. Mark’s.’ Severa 
of his addresses appeared in the ‘Children’s Column’ of he Inquirer 
He was much beloved for his simple piety, his courage, and straight 
forwardness. 
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Corkran.—Mr. Charles Loftus Corkran, of London, died March 10th, 
1901, aged 87. Mr. Corkran was born in August, 1813, in Dublin, As a 
youth he was strongly drawn to Methodism, and came under the influence 
of Father Mathew, the great apostle of Temperance. In 1840 a gold watch 
was presented to him by the Total Abstinence Societies of Ireland in recog- 
nition of his services. He then came to London, and was on the staff of 
the League newspaper. His health gave way, and he went to Paris for a 
year, then to Norwich, where he was on the staff of the Mercury. In 
January, 1848, he entered upon the work of the London Domestic Mission 
in succession to Mr. Philp at the Spicer Street Mission in Spitalfields, 
where he remained for thirty-one years, when he resigned owing to failing 
health. Mr. Corkran was a man of large heart, but shrewd and thoughtful 
in his dealings and intercourse with the poor. He was an ideal Hast 
London missionary. 


Williams.—tThe Rev. Samuel Fletcher Williams died at Brighton on 
November 19th, 1901, aged 59. Mr. Williams was born at Shrewsbury on 
October 14th, 1842. His family belonged to the Methodist New Connexion. 
When a youth he left that body and joined the Congregationalists, intending 
to enter the ministry; but doctrinal difficulties caused him to turn to 
journalism, and he became editor of the Shrewsbury Free Press. Joining 
the Unitarian body, in 1870, he accepted a call to Bethlehem Chapel at 
Newchurch in Rossendale. He was a contributor to the Unitarian Herald, 
and in 1876 he joined the Rev. James Black as one of its editors, continuing 
until 1885. He wrote also for The Inquirer, the Christian Register, the 
Inverpool Mercury, and other papers. He was minister at Hamilton Road, 
Liverpool (1877-84), Newhall Hill, Birmingham (1884-89), Scarborough (1889- 
93), and Hackney (1893-98). In 1898 he was appointed Representative in 
India of the British and Foreign Unitarian Association. He returned to 
England in feeble health in June, 1901, and resided at Brighton up to the 
time of his death. He was author of ‘ Beliefs and Opinions of a Unitarian,’ 
published in 1885, also of a recent volume published in Calcutta, ‘ Thoughts 
on God and Religion.’ He wrote a great many essays and pamphlets ex- 
pository of Unitarian Christianity. He was an ardent student of English 
literature, and frequently lectured on this subject. He madea deep im- 
pression upon the members of the Brahmo Somajes and others in India, 
and was greatly beloved in that country.

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PREFACE. 


Tue Editor of the YEAR Book is indebted to many correspondents 
for information and suggestions; he will be grateful to the Secretaries of 
Congregations, Institutions, and Societies, if they will call his attention 
to any errors or omissions. 

The List. of Congregations contains 364 places of worship, including 
mission rooms and hired halls: 284 in England, 39 in Ireland, 8 in Scotland, 
and 33 in Wales. There are (December, 1902) 14 vacant pulpits. 

The List of Ministers contains 371 names, including a few laymen. Of 
these 297 are in charge of congregations, 13 are employed as college tutors, 
editors, or secretaries, 39 have retired owing to infirmity or other reasons, 
‘There are (December, 1902), 22 ministers open to accept appointments. 

The names of 12 ministers which appeared last year are omitted from the 
present issue—9 owing to death, 3 because they have resigned or withdrawn. 
Of the ministers in the list 106 were educated at Manchester College, 103 at 
the Unitarian Home Missionary College; 12 of the latter proceeded after- 
wards to Manchester College. ‘

Liturgies are used by 114 congregations, chiefly the Ten Services in the 
-older or newer form. The Essex Hall Hymnal, in its older or Revised 
edition, is used by 138 congregations; Hymns for the Christian Church 
and Home by 55; and Hymns of Praise and Prayer by 66. In Ireland 
nearly all the churches use Hymns for Christian Worship ; in Wales, ‘ Pearls 
of Praise’ is used by the majority of the congregations. A few congrega- 
tions use the Berwick Hymnal, revised by the Rev. Charles Hargrove, M.A. 

Connected with the Churches and Missions there are 252 Sunday Schools 
iin England, 27 in Wales, 7 in Scotland, and 35 in Ireland—32] in all.

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INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL OF UNITARIAN & 
OTHER LIBERAL RELIGIOUS THINKERS& WORKERS 


Turis Council was organised at Boston, in the United States, 
by Foreign Delegates and others in attendance at the seventy-fifth 
Anniversary of the American Unitarian Association. A Com- 
mittee, consisting of the Revs. George Batchelor, George Boros, 
W. Copeland Bowie, Samuel A. Eliot, James Hocart, and Charles 
W. Wendte, was appointed to prepare a plan of organization. The 
following Resolutions were adopted at a meeting held at Channing 
Hall, Boston, U.S.A., on May 25th, 1900 :— 

(1) Name.—Vhat the proposed Association be called ‘The Inter- 
national Council of Unitarian and other Liberal Religious Thinkers 
and Workers.’ 

(2) Purpose.—That the object of the Council shall be to open 
communications with those who, in all lands, are striving to unite 
pure Religion and perfect Liberty; and to increase fellowship and 
co-operation among them. 

(3) Methods.—That as this purpose demands neither a fixed con- 
stitution nor an elaborate official organization, the foregoing provi- 
sions be the only stated Articles of the Association, and that all 
questions concerning the best methods to be employed in the conduct 
of the interests committed to the said Council be left to the future to 
determine, as experience, opportunity, correspondence, and conference 
shall disclose the possibilities of its work. 

(4) Officers.—That the Officers of the Council shall consist of a 
President and a Secretary, who, together with an Executive 
Comiittee, shall be chosen at each meeting to carry out its 
objects. 

(5) First Meeting —That the first General Meeting of the Council 
be held in London, in May, 1901, and thereafter every two years, 
and, so far as possible, in different countries in succession. 

(6) President and Secretary.—That the Rev. J. Estlin Carpenter, 
M.A., of Oxford, be appointed President, and the Rev. Charles 
W. Wendte, of Boston, U.S.A., to the office of General Secretary. 

The Committee of the British and Foreign Unitarian Associa- 
tion extended a hospitable invitation to the Council to hold its meet- 
ings in London under their auspices. A special Committee, with 
the Rev. James Harwood, B.A., as Chairman, Miss E. M. Lawrence 
and Mr. Ion Pritchard as Treasurers, and the Rey. W. Copeland 
Bowie as Secretary, made all the local arrangements. The meetings 
began on Tuesday, May 28th, 1901, and were continued throughout 
the week. 
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The Addresses and Papers, with a record of the proceedings, are 
published in a volume of 354 pages under the title of ‘ Liberal 
Religious Thought at the Beginning of the Twentieth Century” 
On Saturday, June Ist, 1901, a business meeting was held at Essex 
Hall, Essex-street, Strand, London, when various Resolutions were- 
adopted, and the following Executive Committee was appointed : 

Professor George Boros, D.D. (Kolozsvar), Rev. W. Copeland 
Bowie (London), Rev. J. Estlin Carpenter, M.A. (Oxford), Professor 
B. D. Eerdmans, D.D. (Leiden), Rev. Samuel Eliot, D.D. (Boston, 
U.S.A.), Professor Edouard Montet, D.D. (Geneva), Professor Jean 
Reville, D.D.( Paris), and the Rev. Charles W.Wendte,(Boston,U.8.A.). 

To this Committee was entrusted the duty of arranging for the 
meetings of the Council, and of selecting a President, who should be- 
long to the country where the Council assemble. 

It is gratifying to know that several of the Addresses and Papers 
at the London meetings have been translated into foreign languages; 
and an edition of the greater part of the volume has also appeared 
in Hungarian, under the editorship of Bishop Ferencz, of Koloszvar.. 

The next meetings of the International Council will be held at 
Amsterdam, Holland, beginning on Tuesday, September lst, 1903, 
and ending on Friday, September 4th. The President will be Dr. 
Oort, of Leiden, and the Hon. Sec., Professor Eerdmans. The Rev. 
P. H. Hugenholtz, Jr., of Amsterdam, will have charge of the local 
arrangements. The President of the American Unitarian Associa- 
tion, the Rev. Samuel A. Hliot, D.D., accompanied by the Rey. 
J. H, Crooker, D.D., and the Rev. C. W. Wendte will attend. The 
British and Foreign Unitarian Association will be represented by 
the President, the Rev. R. A. Armstrong, B.A., the Rev. J. Estlin 
Carpenter, M.A., the Rev. James Harwood, B.A., the Rev. W. 
Copeland Bowie, and Mr. Ion Pritchard, of Essex Hall, London, who 
will organise a party from England to attend the meetings.

| Hungary.—Ever since the year 1568 there has existed an 
organised Unitarian Church in Hungary. In the sixteenth century 
it consisted of more than four hundred congregations in Transyl- 
vania, and also a considerable number in “Hungary proper. The 
number was greatly reduced by protracted and bitter persecution, 
which lasted about two hundred years. The present number of 
Unitarian congregations with ministers is over one hundred. The 
hurches are organised under a Bishop and two Curators, and are 
overned by a representative Consistory at Kolozsvar. 
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BRITISH AND FOREIGN UNITARIAN ASSOCIATION. 


History.—The British and Foreign Unitarian Association was con- 
stituted in 1825. It arose out of the union of three Societies supported 
by Unitarians in all parts of the kingdom : (1) The Unitarian Society 
for Promoting Christian Kuowledge and the Practice of Virtue, by the 
Distribution of Books, founded in 1791 ; (2) The Unitarian Fund, estab- 
lished in 1806, which may be regarded as the most important ; and (3) The 
Association for Protecting the Civil Rights of Unitarians, formed in 1819. 


Management.—The Association is managed by a representative Com- 
mittee elected annually by the whole body of its members. 


Grants of Money.—The Association assists many of the older churches 
in need of help, it makes grants in aid of new churches, and ‘in the main- 
tenance of missionary work in various places at home and abroad. The 
whole annual income, derived from collections and subscriptions, is ex- 
pended in grants of money for missionary objects. 


Grants of Pamphlets.—The Committee print and publish, from time 
to time, a great variety of Pamphlets, illustrative of Unitarian Christ- 
ianity ; and grants are treely made to individual inquirers, congregations, 
missionary societies, aud postal missions. 114,792 pamphlets were <is- 
tributed in this way during 1901. 


Publication of Books.—The Committee also print and publish books 
of liberal religion and theology. Among recent publications the follow- 
ing may be named: ‘Some Thoughts on Christology,’ the Essex Hall 
Lecture for 1902, by Dr. James Drummond, M.A. ; ‘The New World 
and the New Thought,’ by J. T. Bixby, Ph.D. ; ‘Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
Passages from his Writings,’ with a Brief Sketch of his Life and a Read- 
ing-Guide, by W. C. Gannett. They have also issued a Revised Edition 
of the Essex Hall Hymnal and Chant Books for the use of congregations, 
and they publish the Essex Hall Year Book. During the year large 
numbers of Unitarian Pamphlets were printed and published. 


Co-operation with local Associations.—The Committee work in co- 
operation with the various District and Local Associations in different 
parts of the country. They have given liberal support in aid of Mission- 
ary work in the Manchester District, Northumberland and Durham, the 
South and West of England, the Midlands, South Wales, London and the 
‘South-Eastern counties, and elsewhere. 


Foreign Work.—Grants have been given to assist the Unitarian cause 
in Australia, Beleium, Denmark, Hungary, New Zealand, and other places. 
From July 1st, 1896, a Special Fund for Mission Work in India was opened, 
to which all expenditure for India is now charged. 


Civil Rights of Unitarians.—The Association guards the civil and 
religious rights and privileges of Unitarians; for instance, when attempts 
were made recently to teach Trinitarian and other sectarian doctrines 
in rate-supported schools, the Committee took an active part in counter- 
acting this retrograde movement.

THE NATIONAL TRIENNIAL CONFERENCE. 


‘THe National Conference of Unitarian, Liberal Christian, Free 
Christian, Presbyterian, and other Non-Subseribing or Kindred Con- 
gregations’ had its origin in the example set by the Unitarians of the 
United States of America, who had organized a ‘ National Conference of 
Unitarian and other Christian Churches’ in 1865. At a Council Meeting of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association, held on January 19th, 1881, 
it was resolved :—‘ That the Executive Committee be requested to consider 
the possibility and desirableness of holding ‘a Unitarian Conference in 
England, and to ascertain the feeling of the larger Congregations, and 
report to the next Meeting of the Council.’ On June 24th, 1881, at the 
Meeting of the Council, a Committee was formed to make arrangements fot 
a meeting of Ministers and Laymen in some central district for religious 
fellowship and conference. 

The first Conference was held at Liverpool in 1882; the second at 
Birmingham in 1885; the third at Leeds in 1888 ; the fourth at Londor 
in 1891 ; the fifth at Manchester in 1894; the sixth at Sheffield in 1897 ; and 
the seventh at Leicester in April, 1900. The eighth Conference will be helc 
at Liverpool, April 21st to 24th, 1903. 

A special Meeting of the Conference was held in London in 1897 a 
which the following Resolution was adopted :—‘ That the Committee o 
the Triennial Conference having been constituted on a basis by which i 
represents the various Congregations and Associations which form the Con 
ference, it is hereby resolved that the Committee be instructed to hol 
regular meetings to consult and, when considered advisable, to take action 
in matters affecting the well-being and interests of the congregations anc 
societies which form the Conference, as by directing attention, suggestin; 
plans, organising expressions of opinion, raising funds to carry out the fore 
going objects, or summoning, if it deem it needful, a special meeting of th 
Conference. Further, that the Committee shall present to each Conference 
a full report of its proceedings and the action it has taken for the approva 
or otherwise of the Conference.’

or trustee. 

(0) At the request of all parties concerned, to act as arbitrator or 
mediator, or to appoint an arbitrator or mediator to act in any dispute 
which may have arisen affecting such a congregation, minister, officer, 
trustee, or any of them. 


(c) On the application of any person desiring to enter the ministry 
in any part of the Province, to examine into his character and personal 
fitness, but not into his doctrinal belief.

Its object is to aid, in the maintenance of 
faithful and efficient ministers, such congregations coming under the above 
description as regularly assemble for the public worship of God.

MINISTERS’ PENSION AND INSURANCE FUND. 


Tuer object of the Fund, founded in 1902, is to assist ministers to 
nake provision for their old age and for their families after their death. 
The following ministers are entitled to make application for assistance :— 
a) Any minister for the time being of the congregation of any church, 
ociety, or mission on the roll of the National Conference (or should 
he National Conference cease to have a roll, of any Unitarian, Liberal 
thristian, Free Christian, Presbyterian, or other non-subscribing or 
cindred congregation in the British Isles) that regularly assembles for 
he public worship “of God; (b) The minister-at-large, missionary, or 
ninisterial secretary, or agent, of any association, mission, society, or 
ssembly mentioned in the rules of the National Conference adopted at 
seicester in April, 1900; (c) Any Professor of the Presbyterian College, 
Jarmarthen, Manchester College, Oxford, or the Unitarian Home Missionary 
Jollege, Manchester, who has at any time been minister of one of the con- 
regations mentioned in (a), and who still occasionally preaches ; (d) Any 
ainister who has been minister of any of the congregations mentioned in (a), 
nd who is now the minister of any similar congregation in any colony or 
lependency of the United Kingdom. Provided that no person shall be 
ntitled to apply to the Managers for such assistance until he has been such 
ainister or held such a post or professorship for at least one year. The word 
minister’ does not include a lay-preacher nor a lay-worker at a mission. 
‘he fund is administered by a Board of twelve Managers, four of whom: are 
ainisters. The capital of the fund is invested in the names of four Trustees. 
‘he following persons are entitled to vote at a General Meeting :—(a) 
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Donors of £5 or upwards to the Fund ; (b) Annual subscribers of not less 
than ten shillings to the fund, who became subscribers not less than six 
months before the date of the meeting; (c) The Managers, Trustees, and 
Auditors for the time being of the fund; (d@) Members of the National Con- 
ference, so long as it exists, who represent churches that subscribe not less 
than £1 per annum to the fund ; (¢) all persons receiving assistance from the 
fund. Pension and Insurance.—The income of the fund is employed in 
assisting ministers to pay the premiums on benefit policies effected by them 
with the Equitable Life Assurance Society. Such policy entitles the minister 
to an annuity of either £52 or £104 a year, payable half-yearly, the first 
instalment to be paid six months after he has reached the age of sixty-five ; 
it may also entitle the minister to the sum of £250, with or without profits, 
to be paid to his representatives on his death within the age of sixty-five, or 
on his death at any age. To entitle the minister to these benefits, he will 
have to pay the Assurance Society an annual premium varying with his age. 
If that premium does not exceed £20, the Managers pay to the Assurance 
Society half the premium out of the income of the fund ; if it exceeds £20, 
the Managers pay £10, and no more, towards the premium. In the case of 
ministers who have applied for a policy on or belore January Ist, 1903, and 
who have on that day passed their fortieth birthday, the Managers may pay 
half the premium, unless such half exceeds £15, in which case they may pay

MINISTERS’ CONFERENCES. 


Body of English Presbyterian Ministers in and about the 
Cities of London and Westminster.—At the beginning of the reign o! 
Charles II. there was an organized community of Presbyterian Ministers 
who enjoyed the privilege of presenting Petitions and Addresses t¢ 
the Sovereign. In 1691 the Bodies of Presbyterian and Independent 
Ministers joined together as ‘United Brethren.’ Doctrinal differences 
however, led to a dissolution of the Union after a few years. Then the 
Presbyterians styled themselves and were known as * The Body (or Board) o} 
Presbyterian Ministers in and about the cities of London and Westminster. 
In 1702 on the accession of Queen Anne, the three Denominations, viz: the 
Presbyterian, Independent, and Anti-paedobaptist, formed a Union (eacl 
Body, however retaining its separate existence), which was renewed in thi 
following reign, and in 1727 took the title ‘ The General Body of Protestan 
Dissenting Ministers of the Three Denominations residing in and about th 
cities of London and Westminster.’ This united Body had the privilege o 
addressing the Throne. In 1836 in consequence of doctrinal differences th 
Presbyterians seceded and on the accession of Queen Victoria were permitte 
to resume their ancient practice, which they have since continued to exercise 
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of addressing, as a separate Body, the Sovereign in person. The Presbyterian 
form of government has not been in use among them since the Act of 
Uniformity. The Meetings of the Body are generally held at Dr. Williams’s 
Library, Gordon-square, London, W.C. Hon. Secs., Revs. James Harwood, 
B.A. and F, K. Freeston.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL ASSOCIATION. 


This Association, founded in 1833, has its headquarters at Essex Hall, 
London. Its objects are (a2) the promotion generally of Sunday School Edu- 
cation, and (4) the publication of suitable religious Books for young people. 
The qualification for individual Membership is an annual subscription of not 
less than 5s., or a life donation of not less than £5. Individuals, Schools, ox 
Societies, subscribing a guinea a year, or upwards, are entitled to a copy 
of every new book printed and published by the Association during 
the year for which the subscription is paid. District Societies, whose 
objects are similar to those of the Association, which contribute one guinea 
and upwards annually, are thereby deemed to be affiliated to it, and have 
the right of appointing a delegate to represent it on the Committee and at all 
General Meetings. Schools contributing 5s. and upwards annually are con. 
sidered Members, and have the right of sending a representative to all 
the General Meetings. Annual Meeting in Whit-week, 1903.

The Committee may renew grants to newly-established congrega- 
tions, without diminution, for five successive years, but each subsequent 
renewal shall be diminished by at least ten per cent. of the original grant. 

Grants to old-established congregations shall be regulated by a 
consideration of the amount raised locally, apart from endowments; and, 
unless by a special resolution of the Committee, no grant to an old- 
established congregation shall exceed one-fourth of its receipts from all 
sources.

THE UNITARIAN HOME MISSIONARY COLLEGE. 
Memorial Hall, Albert Square, Manchester. 


Tus institution was founded in 1854, by the late Rev. Dr. J. R. Beard and 
thers, ‘‘to assist young men of earnest and religious character, active habits, 
nd benevolent disposition, in training themselves for the work of spreading 
he Gospel of Christ among the people, especially among the ignorant and 
inful.” While still endeavouring to carry out its original purpose, the 
nstitution has gradually developed into the second chief Training College 
or the Unitarian ministry. The institution was established under the title 
f the Unitarian Home Missionary Board, but at a special meeting of mem- 
ers, held October 7th, 1889, it was decided that it should henceforward be 
alled the Unitarian Home Missionary College. The preamble of the con- 
titution is as follows:—‘The object of the institution is, to assist in the 
ducation of young men for the work of preaching the Gospel and’ pro- 
noting practical Christianity among the people, especially the poor, the 
intaught, and the neglected. The institution adheres to the principle of 
reely imparting theological knowledge, without insisting on the adoption of 
articular theological doctrines.’ 

ComnEGiarE Coursu.—The full Collegiate Course consists of an Arts 
jurriculum of at least two years, and a Theological Curriculum of at least 
wo years, each year comprising three academical terms. 

Apmission oF Srupenrs.—Students may be admitted to the Collegiate 
Jourse after having attained the age of eighteen years; and to the Theological 
Jurriculum (a) After having completed the Arts Curriculum ; or, (b) After 
laving obtained a degree; or, (c) After having attained the age of 25 years, 
nd shewn special aptitude for the work of the ministry.

DR. WILLIAMS’S TRUST. 


Tus valuable institution is under the direction of the trustees of the late 
Rev. Dr. Daniel Williams’s estates. Dr. Williams was born at Wrexham, 
about the year 1644, and died in 1716.

Dr. Williams’s Library was opened for the use of the public about 
thirteen years after the testator’s death, and has been greatly augmented 
since that period by bequests and gifts, and by purchase of new books. 

A portion of Dr. Williams’s estates, bequeathed for 2,000 years, is 
appropriated to the following objects :— 

The maintenance of the library ; Scholarships at Glasgow University and 
divinity scholarships; tke support of a school for girls at Dolgelley : 
payments to ministers in Wales; grants to poor ministers, and t 
ministers’ widows; the distribution of books to the poor. 

Library.—The Library is mainly, but not exclusively, theological. It is 
rich in Kcclesiastical History and Biography, and in Philosophy; and 
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ncludes also Greek and Roman Literature, English History and History of 
uiterature, Economics, &. There is a large collection of 17th century 
racts, sermons, &c., especially of the Commonwealth period. The use of - 
he Library and permission to borrow books are free to persons properly 
ntroduced and guaranteed in accordance with the printed rules, which 
nay be obtained from the Librarian, the Rev. F. H. Jones, B.A. The Library 
s open from 10 to 5, Saturdays 10 to 1. It is closed during August, and for 
. week at Christmas and Easter. Readers must be at least 18 years old. 
300ks may be borrowed by country readers on their paying carriage to and fro. 

Scholarships in the University of Glasgow.—Two undergraduate Scholar- 
ships of £40 each tenable for three years at Glasgow are offered for competition 
n July, 1903. Candidates must be from South Britain, and must declare 
heir intention of entering the Nonconformist Ministry. According to the 
erms of the founder’s will, preference is given to sons of poor Presby- 
erian Ministers, equally qualified. 

Divinity Scholarships.—These scholarships (of £50 per annum, tenable for 
WO years), are open to such students as shall have taken a degree in one of the 
3ritish or Irish Universities. Candidates are required to produce certificates 
f moral and religious character, and to declare their decided wish and 
ntention to pursue their studies, with an especial view to the Protestant 
Dissenting ministry, in some school of theology approved by the trustees. 
Ine Scholarship is offered in 1903. The Examination will be held at the 
Library in September. Applications for admission to the examination must 
ye sent in before Ist June, 1903. Prospectuses giving the Subjects for 
Examination and all other particulars may be had from the Secretary, Rev. 
francis Henry Jones, B.A., Dr. Williams’s Library, Gordon Square, London, 
W.C. The Trustees meet on the following dates in 1903—January 22nd, 
April 2nd, June 18th, October 29th. 


AMERICAN UNITARIAN ASSOCIATION. 


[Tue American Unitarian Association was formally organised on May 25, 
1825. Its object is ‘to diffuse the knowledge and promote the interests of 
pure Christianity,’ and all Unitarian churches are invited to unite and co- 
operate with it for that purpose. Any church or missionary organisation 
which has made two successive annual contributions is entitled to representa- 
bion by its minister and two other delegates. The headquarters of the Asso- 
ciation are at 25, Beacon Street, Boston, Mass. President, Rev. Samuel A. 
Eliot, D.D.; Secretary, Rev. Charles E. St. John ; Treasurer, Mr. Francis 
H. Lincoln; Publication Agent, Mr. C. L. Stebbins. There are also 
Unitarian Book Rooms at Chicago, 175, Dearborn Street ; New York. 104, 
East 20th Street; Philadelphia, 102, South 12th Street ; San Francisco, 
374, Sutter Street. The National Conference of Unitarian and other 
Christian Churches owes its organisation to a special meeting of the 
American Unitarian Association, held December 7, 1864. It is simply a 
‘Conference.’ It ‘adopts the existing organisations of the Unitarian body 
as the instruments of its activity, and confines itself to recommending to 
them such undertakings and methods as it judges to be in the heart of its 
constituency.’ The Unitarian Association has for seventy-seven years been 
‘the executive arm of the Unitarian body, and the working missionary 
organisation of the Unitarian churches in America.’ The Year Book for 
1902 gives a list of 460 Unitarian churches and 548 ministers. 
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SUGGESTED TRUST DEED. 


Nearly all Unitarian and Free Christian Churches possess what are know) 
as ‘Open Trust Deeds.’ The land, buildings, and endowments (if any) ar 
held in Trust for the worship of God, and for the religious, moral, or intellectua 
improvement of the Congregation for the time being worshipping there, and for it 
general benevolent objects. 

In drafting a New Trust Deed care should be taken to clearly state tha 
uf any question should at any time arise as to the purposes for which the saic 
Church or Chapel may lawfully be used, the widest meaning should be attached t 
the trust aforesaid, so that neither by reference to the actual or supposed opinion 
of the founders, nor otherwise, shall any restriction be imposed on the liberty 
the congregation for the time being to change its opinions with regard to religiow 
doctrines or modes of regulating worship. 

The deed should be settled by a solicitor, who will consider questions of con 
sideration, enrolment, etc.

9. The Trustees may meet together for the dispatch of 
ousiness adjourn or otherwise regulate their meetings as they 
think fit and determine the quorum necessary for the transac- 
sion of business. Questions arising af any meeting shall be 
lecided by a majority of votes and in case of an equality of 
votes the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote. Two 
Trustees may at any time summon a meeting of the Trustees. 
[The Trustees may elect a Chairman of their meetings and 
letermine the period for which he is to hold office but if no 
such Chairman is elected or if at any meeting the Chairman is 
not present at the time appointed for holding the same the 
Trustees present shall choose some one of their number to be 
Chairman of such meeting. The powers authorities and dis- 
scretions by this Indenture or any Statute made exerciseable by 
the Trustees shall be deemed to be validly exercised by a major 
part of the Trustees in meeting assembled, of which meeting 
not less than two days prior notice has been given stating 
generally the object of the meeting and sent by post to their 
last known place of abode in England or delivered to them 
personally.

RULES FOR CONGREGATIONS. 


[The following Rules are inserted by way of suggestion only. In framing 
Rules, Congregations are strongly recommended to have regard to the Trust 
Deeds of their Church.) 

(1) Membership.—Any person shall be a Member of the Church, and 
jualified to vote in Congregational affairs, who shall have attained the age 
yf [18] years, and have paid for the current [quarter] a registration fee or 
subscription of not less than [one shilling], and have been accepted by the 
Sommittee, and have been on the Register for at least one year. 

(2) Register.—The Secretary shall keep a Register of all Subscribers 
und Members of the Church wherein shall be entered the date when each 
ecame a Subscriber or Member, and within [fourteen] days prior to every 
Annual General Meeting shall correct such Register. The Register shall be 
ypen at all reasonable times to the inspection of any members of the Church. 

(3) Officers.—The General Management of Congregational affairs shall, 
subject to the provisions of the Trust-Deed, and to any Congregational 
General Meeting, be entrusted to a Committee consisting of a Treasurer, a 
Secretary, and not less than [five] other Members who shall be elected 
snnually by the members of the congregation, either by ballot or open voting 
1s determined by a majority of those present at the meeting. 

(4) Treasurer.—The Treasurer shall receive the Subscriptions, any other 
Sontributions of the Members, and any Sums from other sources; and 
shall apply all sums received by him for the support of the Church, and for 
such other purposes, and in such manner, as shall be determined by any 
General Meeting or by the Committee. He shall also keep proper Books 
of account of receipt and expenditure ; and shall present a Financial report, 
duly audited, to each Annual General Meeting. 

(5) Secretary.—The Secretary shall summon all meetings of the Congrega- 
ution and the Committee, keep the Minutes of all meetings, conduct all 
Sorrespondence, deliver a copy of the Rules to each person on his or her 
yecoming a Member, and perform such other duties.as the Committee may 
letermine. 

(6) Wardens.—The Committee shall, at its first meeting in each year, 
yppoint two of its number as Wardens. The Wardens shall act under the 
lirection of the Committee, and have the care of the Fittings, and of the 
orderly conduct of the Proceedings in the Church. 

(7) Auditors.—There shall be two Auditors, who shall not be members of 
he Committee. The Auditors shall examine the Treasurer’s accounts, and 
sompare them with the vouchers, and report on same for presentation to the 
Annual General Meeting. 

(8) Annual Meeting.—The Annual Meeting of the members shall be held 
m the [second Wednesday in March], or on the nearest convenient day, to 
eceive the Report of the Committee, including a statement of accounts by 
he Treasurer; to elect Officers and two Auditors, and for other business. 

(9) Special Meetings.—Special Meetings of the members shall, from time to 
ime, be called by the Secretary, if so directed by the Committee, or upon 
he requisition of any two of the Trustees, or of any five of the Members. 

(10) Notice.—Notice of the time and place of every Meeting shall be 
fiven in the Church at all the services held on the two Sundays next 
receding the day of meeting. 

(11) Voteng.—The Voting at every Meeting shall be primarily settled by 
. show of hands, by a majority in number of the members personally 
resent. A Division shall be taken only when demanded by [five] members 
resent. 
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(12) Quorwm.—At any Meeting [12] Members shall form a quorur 
Each Meeting shall appoint its own Chairman. 

(13) Minister.—The Minister of the Church shall be appointed by th 
Congregation. The appointment shall be in writing, and may be either for. 
term, or indefinite in respect’ of time, subject to [three] months notice o: 
either side. The Minister shall not be a Trustee.f[or member of the Com 
mittee]. 

(14) Vrustees.—As often as the number of Trustees shall be reduced t 
less than [five], the Congregation shall forthwith appoint, in accordance witl 
the Trust Deed, as many new Trustees as may be necessary. 

(15) Alteration of Rules.—It shall be lawful for the Congregation b; 
Resolutions passed and confirmed at two successive Meetings convened fo 
the purpose, and held at an interval of not less than [fourteen days], and no 
more than [one Calendar month] from each other, to rescind or alter an 
or all of the foregoing rules, or any subsisting at the time, and to mak 
and substitute such new or altered rules as shall seem expedient. [Alway 
having regard to the provisions of the Trust Deed. ] 


TRUSTEES, APPOINTMENT OF NEW. 


Whenever the instrument creating the Trust specifies the manner it 
which and the person by whom new trustees are to be appointed th 
method thus prescribed, and uo other, should be adopted. If no metho 
of appointment is prescribed in the trust-deed, or if the prescribed methoc 
has lapsed by reason of the death or absence of the appointor, then in th 
case of chapels, schools, manses, and burial grounds (but not otherwise) 
the Trustees’ Appointment Act, 1850 (13 and 14 Vict. ec. 28), (otherwis 
known as Sir Morton Peto’s Act), and the Acts extending this (32 and 3: 
Vict. c. 26, and 53 and 54 Vict. ¢. 19), afford a simple and efficacious mod 
of appointing new trustees by a resolution passed at a meeting of the 
congregation duly convened and held and a memorandum in the forn 
given in the Schedule to that Act signed and sealed by the Chairmar 
at the meeting and in the presence of two witnesses. If this memorandur 
be duly filled up and executed in accordance with the Act, it operates 
both as an appointment and a conveyance, the trust-property vesting 
at once in the old and new trustees jointly without any formal deed. 
A ten shilling stamp is sufficient. In cases which are not within these 
Acts, recourse must be had to the Conveyancing Act, 1881 (extended by 
the Trustees’ Appointment Act, 1890), which provides that where no 
method of appointment is prescribed by the instrument creating the 
trust or where the person in whom that instrument vests the powe1 
of appointment is unable or unwilling to act, the surviving or continuing 
trustees and trustee, or the personal represeutative of the last surviving 
or continuing trustee, may by writing appoint.

Registration of Births and Deaths. 


Births.—Parents are required to see to the registration of Births (at the 
Registrar’s office for the district in which they reside) within six weeks, under 
a penalty of 40s. for default. There is no charge for such registration, unless 
the Registrar attends, by a written request, at the house of the parents, when 
he becomes entitled to a fee of 1s. In default of the parents, the occupier of 
the house in which the child was born, and other persons, are held responsible 
for giving information to the Registrar. After the lapse of three months 
from the date of birth, the registration can only be effected by paying fees of 
2s. 6d. each to the Registrar and Superintendent-Registrar. 

Deaths must be registered within five days, but registration may be 
delayed for fourteen days provided, written information of the death, 
together with a medical certificate of its cause, be forwarded to the Registrar 
within five days. The nearest relative present at the death or during the 
last illness is the responsible person, or should there be no relative present, 
then the occupier of the house, or the person who causes the body to be 
buried. Penalty for default, 40s. The doctor’s certificate must be produced 
to the Registrar at the time of registration, and the Registrar’s certificate to 
the officiating Minister at the interment. No fee is payable if the 
informants attend at the Registrar’s office, but he becomes entitled to a fee 
of 1s. if he attends by request at their houses. 


Registration of Chapels. 


_ Ordinary Registration.—A1l dissenting places of worship should be regis- 

tered. Registration is effected by giving a certificate in writing that the 
chapel is used for worship to the Superintendent-Registrar of the District 
-on a form which he will supply on application. The fee on registration is 
2s. 6d., and a certified copy of the Registrar-General’s certificate of the 
Registration can be obtained for a further payment of 2s. 6d. The Registers 
can at any time be inspected at the Superintendent-Registrar’s office on 
payment of a fee of ls. Registered places of worship are exempt from the 
provisions of the Charitable Trusts Acts. When a place of worship is re- 
built, either on the same or another site, the old certificate of registration 
must be cancelled and the place re-registered. 


Registration of Chapels for Marriages.—A place of worship must, 
before marriages can legally be celebrated therein, in addition to being regis- 
tered as above mentioned, be separately registered for the performance of 
marriages. Before registering a place for marriages, the Superintendent- 
Registrar of the district must be satisfied by certificate that the building has 
been used for worship for one year previous to the application. A fee of £3 is 
payable, and the Registration is advertised in the London Gazette and in a local 
newspaper. When a chapel ceases to be used for worship or is rebuilt, the 
certificate is cancelled, and in that case it requires to be renewed if worship is 
resumed. When a congregation has removed from one chapel to another, and 
the old building has ceased to be used as a place of public worship, the certificate 
of the old chapel may be cancelled, and the new building registered for the 
solemnisation of marriages, without waiting for a year to elapse. All neces- 
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sary forms and information will be supplied by the Superintendent-Registra 
of the District. 


Marriage Laws. 


England and Wales.—Marriages may be solemnised in any registere 
building, or in a district registry office either by certificate or by licence 
If by certificate, notice (accompanied with fee of 1s. for entry in ‘Marriag 
Notice Book’) must be given by one of the parties, if both live in one district 
to the Superintendent-Registrar, on form furnished for purpose, containin 
solemn declaration of absence of impediment to intended marriage, certify 
ing that one of the parties has dwelt at least seven days in district, and mus 
be signed in presence of Registrar or deputy ; but if parties live in differen 
districts, notices must be sent to respective Superintendent-Registrar: 
Twenty-one clear days after entry of notice the certificate (for which 1s. mus 
be paid) will be granted on application. 

The same applies if one party lives in Ireland, only notice must be give 
on form used in Ireland. If one parfy lives in Scotland, Scotch certificate ¢ 
proclamation of banns will be accepted as equal to certificate. 

If by licence, though both parties do not dwell in same district, only o7 
need give notice (on a form impressed with a 2s. 6d. stamp), certifying that h 
or she has resided at least fifteen days in district, though marriage may t 
held in district of either party. Both parties, however, must be in Englan 
at time of notice, though only one clear day is required (unless marriage tak 
place in Ireland with some one there, when seven days are required) betwee 
notice and granting of licence. Cost of licence, £2 4s. 6d. 

If there be no registered building in the district according to rites 
ceremonies desired by parties, by endorsing notice with such declaratio 
marriage may be held in another district. 

If usual ‘ place of worship’ at which ceremony is desired, be out of distric 
of either’s dwelling, by inserting words :—‘ Such building being usual plac 
of worship of said , and situate not more than two miles beyond limits « 
district of , certificate will be granted accordingly.

(2.) Ordinary licences can be granted when only one of the parties is a 
Presbyterian. Hach Presbytery is authorised to appoint, subject to the 
upproval of the Lord Lieutenant, a sufficient number of Presbyterian 
ninisters to issue licences for marriage in meeting- -houses duly certified, in 
onnection with the Presbytery. 

Anyone wishing to obtain a licence must, seven days before the licence 
shall be delivered to him or her, produce to the licensing minister a certificate 
rom the minister of the congregation of which he or she shall be a member 
und has been a. member for at least one calendar month preceding. This 
songregation must be in connection with the Presbytery to which the licensing 
ninister belongs. 

(3.) When both parties are Presbyterians, marriages may be celebrated 
wfter the banns have been proclaimed for three Sundays in the Presbyterian 
neeting-houses attended by each of the parties. 

The presence of the Registrar is not required at a marriage celebrated in 
u place of worship whether Presbyterian or otherwise. 


Scotland.—The ceremony can be performed by the minister of any de- 
1omination, in any place, at any time, with or without any particular form. 
[he law has been amended so as to put an end, as far as possible, to what 
were known as ‘irregular’ marriages. Legal notice must now be given to 
she Registrar of the parish or district, as in England, the names of the con- 
racting parties being exhibited for seven days on the notice board outside 
jhe office of the Registrar in whose district the parties have resided for at 
east fifteen days immediately preceding. At the expiration of the period 
1amed a certificate will be granted, and on this the marriage may take place 
sither in a church or elsewhere. Any person who has resided for at least 
jwenty-one days in Scotland may be married by going to the Registrar’s | 
office in which he or she may reside, accompanied by two witnesses who can“ 
sertify as to the term of residence, and exchanging written contract with the 
yther party, afterwards proceeding to the County Sheriff’s chambers to have 
jhe marriage registered. 


Burial Laws. 


By the common law of England every parishioner is entitled to be 
puried in the churchyard of his parish, and for this purpose every person 
is a parishioner of the parish in which he dies. Prior to the Burial Act of 
L880, the burial service of the Church of England was the only one which ' 
might be read in churchyards or other consecrated ground. 

The notice of an intention to bury, in either churchyards or the conse- 
crated parts of parochial cemeteries, should be given with as little delay as 
possible, and must not be later than forty-eight hours before the time pro- 
posed for the burial. The notice may be given by any relative, friend, or 
legal representative having charge of, or being responsible for, the burial. 
He may be the minister who will conduct the service, or the undertaker, if 
duly authorised. 

The Notice must be in writing; must be endorsed on the outside ‘ Notice 
of Burial’; must be signed with the name and address of the person giving it, 
and be in the form, or to the effect, following :—

(N.B.—While it is desirable to keep to this form, the person receiving, 
it will not be at liberty to object to its sufficiency because the exact words 
are not used; the Act only requiring that the notice shall be in the form,, 
‘or to the effect,’ of the above. | 

In the case of a churchyard, the notice is to be left at the house of the 
clergyman, or, in his absence, of the clergyman in charge of the parish, or of 
any person appointed to receive such notices. 

In the case of a parochial cemetery, if there is a chaplain for the con- 
secrated ground, the notice is to be addressed to him, but is to be left at the 
office of the Clerk of the Burial Board. 

In the case of a pauper, notice may be given to the incumbent, or the 
chaplain, and also to the master of the workhouse, or to the clerk to the 
Guardians, by the husband, wife, or next of kin. The Guardians will be- 
bound to allow the burial to be in accordance with the Act. 

It is not necessary that the clergyman should consent to a burial under the 
Act. He can object only to the time proposed, and do that only in certain 
cases. Unlessit be otherwise mutually arranged, burials must be between 10 
and 6 o’clock from April 1st to October Ist, and between 10 and 3 from 
October Ist to Aprii Ist. 

A burial may take place either without ‘any religious service’ or ‘ with 
such Christian and orderly religious service’ at the grave as the person res- 
ponsible for the burial may think fit, and ‘ any person or persons ’—whether 
ministers or laymen—who may be invited or authorised, may conduct such 
service, or take part in any religious act thereat. The words ‘ Christian 
service ’ include ‘ every religious service used by any church, denomination, 
or person, professing to be Christian.’ 

All burials must be decent and orderly, and any one guilty of riotous, 
violent, or indecent behaviour, or of obstructing any service, will be guilty of a 
misdemeanour. 

So also will any person who shall ‘deliver any address, not being 
part of, or incidental to, any religious service’ permitted by the Act, or who 
wilfully endeavours ‘to bring into contempt or obloquy the Christian religion, 
or the belief or worship of any church or denomination of Christians, or the 
members or any minister of any such church or denomination, or any other 
person.’ 

The person having charge of a burial under the Act must, either on the 
same day or the day after, send to the incumbent or his representative—or, in 
the case of a cemetery, to the clerk—a certificate of the burial in prescribed 
form.

[Some inconvenience has arisen by confounding this certificate of burial 
with the Registrar’s certificate of death. The law in regard to the latter 
remains as it was previous to the passing of the Act of 1880, except that the 
Births and Deaths Registration Act, 1874, sec. 17, is amended, in the case of 
burials under the Act of 1880, and the Registrar’s certificate must be 
delivered, not to the officiating minister, but to the person in charge of the 
funeral; who, if he so choose, retains it. The Registrar’s certificate is not 
_ essential to an interment taking place ; for the Burials Act of 1880 expressly 
| provides that if the person in charge of the funeral has not received it within 
seven days after the interment, he must give notice to the Registrar.] 
The clergy of the Church of England are at liberty to use the burial service 
_ of that Church in any unconsecrated burial-ground, or in the chapel therein. 
The relatives may have such service performed in unconsecrated ground by 
any clergyman of the Church of England who may be willing to perform the 
same. 

In cases where the Church of England service cannot legally be used, and 
in any other case, at the request of the relatives, the clergy may use some other 
than the ordinary burial service of the Church of England, provided that it 
has been approved by the Bishop, and is taken wholly from the Bible and 
Prayer-Book. 

The Act of 1880 does not entitle any one to be buried in any place in 
_ which he would have no right to be buried if the Act had not passed. 
| When permission to bury a non-parishioner is given, the service may be 
conducted under the Act. The incumbent has no legal right to make his 
consent to the burial of a non-parishioner dependent on the service being 
conducted by himself, or some other clergyman. 

Neither does it affect previously existing regulations or authority in regard 
to the position of graves, inscriptions on gravestones, &c. The same fees 
will also have to be paid asthough the burial were conducted by a clergyman. 
; eae Act of 1880 applies only to England and Wales and the Channel 

slands. 


Burial Grounds Act, 1900.—This Act, which received the royal assent 
July 10th, 1900, and came into operation January Ist, 1901, modifies the 
Act of 1880 by rendering the forty-eight hours notice no longer necessary 
in the case of the consecrated parts of parochial cemeteries. The Act does 
not deal with churchyards. In future, burial boards ‘ may, if they think fit,’ 
apply to have a portion of the cemetery consecrated ; formerly they were 
compelled to have a portion consecrated. Burial boards are no longer 
compelled to erect two cemetery chapels, one for Anglicans and one for Non- 
conformists. They may erect any chapel ‘they may consider necessary’ 5 
but any chapel so erected ‘shall not be consecrated, or reserved for the 
exclusive use of any denomination.’ The payment of fees to an incumbent 
of a parish will no longer be required ‘except for services rendered by him.’ 
In future, when a Nonconformist minister officiates in the consecrated part 
of a parochial cemetery, he, and not the clergyman, will receive the fee. 
These provisions apply to cemeteries opened after the passing of the Act. 
In the case of cemeteries already existing the old fees will continue to be 
exacted for fifteen years, or on the vacating of the incumbency, whichever is 
the longer period.

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Charitable Trusts, Investments, ete. 


Charitable Trusts.—The Acts relating to Charitable Trusts give the 
Charity Commissioners very extensive jurisdiction over all charitable trusts 
(except certain exempted charities), and empower the Commissioners to 
inquire into the management of charities, to oblige their trustees to render 
accounts, to advise such trustees on the administration of the trusts, to 
authorise or direct legal proceedings to be taken, to authorise the granting of 
leases and making of improvements, and raising of money by mortgage, to 
authorise trustees to remove schoolmasters and other officers, to authorise the 
sale, exchange, or partitions of lands, to remove and appoint trustees, and to 
make new schemes for the administration of charities. Among the charities 
exempted from the operations of these Acts are any buildings registered as 
places of meeting for religious worship with the Registrar-General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages, and bond fide used as places of meeting for religious 
worship. Exempted charities can, by application under certain sections of 
one of the Acts, have the benefits of the Acts extended to them. 


Dissenters’ Chapels Act.—It is under this Act (7 & 8 Vict., c. 45), passed 
19th July, 1844, that many of the old Presbyterian Chapels are secured to 
the Unitarians. The Act provides in substance that where there is no 
express statement in the deed of foundation as to the particular doctrines 
for which a chapel was to be employed, twenty-five years’ usage shall be 
conclusive. 

Dissenters in Established Church Pulpits.—The Act by which it is 
considered that the Clergy are restrained from inviting Dissenters to occupy 
their pulpits is the Act of Uniformity of 1662 (13 & 14 Car. II., ¢. 14). By 
this Act no one may act or preach as a lecturer (in which capacity it is con- 
ceived a Dissenter or layman would appear, if so invited to preach) without 
a licence from the Bishop, and it has been decided that the discretion of the 
Bishop to grant or withhold his licence cannot be questioned. Any lecturer 
who acts in contravention of this enactment “ shall suffer three months’ im- 
prisonment without bail or mainprize.” No penalty, however, appears to be 
Incurred by a parson inviting or permitting an unlicensed lecturer to use his 
pulpit ; though a Bishop who grants a licence to anyone who has not first 
subscribed to the Three Articles concerning “the King’s supremacy, the 
Book of Common Prayer, and the 39 Articles,” will have to suffer the serious 
inconvenience of being suspended from giving licences to preach for the space 
of twelve months. 


Land, Gifts and Sales of.—The law relating to gifts and sales of land 
and other property for charitable uses (amongst which are included the erectio® 
of chapels, schools, &c.), has been recently consolidated by the Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act, 1888 (51 & 52 Vict., cap. 42) and the Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act, 1891 (54 & 55 Vict., c. 73), but is still very complicated. 
No attempt should be made to give effect to sales of more than two acres of 
land, or to gifts for such purposes without competent legal advice. Land not 
exceeding two acres in extent may be conveyed to “trustees on behalf of any 
society or body of persons associated together for religious purposes,” “ for 
the erection thereon of a building for such purposes,” “‘ or whereon a building 
‘used or intended to be used for such purposes has been erected,” without any 
special formalities, provided that such conveyance be made in good faith, for 
‘full and valuable consideration. It is no longer necessary to enrol either the 
conveyance or the deed declaring the trusts, though the trustees may enrol 
such deed if they think fit. Any property, except lands, tenements and 
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hereditaments, and personal property directed to be laid out in them, may 
be assured to charity, either for value or as a gift, and either by deed or will, 
without restriction of any kind. 


Oaths Act, 1888.—The Act to amend the Law as to Oaths,passed on the 
24th December, 1888, enacts that every person upon objecting to being sworn, 
and stating, as the ground of such objection, either that he has no religious 
belief, or that the taking of an oath is contrary to his religious belief, 
shall be permitted to make his solemn affirmation instead of taking an 
oath, in all places and for all purposes where an oath is or shall be required 
by law, which affirmation shall be of the same force and effect as if he had 
taken the oath. Hvyery such affirmation shall be as follows:—‘I, A. B., do 
solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm,” and then proceed with the 
words of the oath prescribed by law, omitting any words of imprecation or 
calling to witness. If any person to whom an oath is administered desires 
to swear with uplifted hand in the form and manner in which an oath is 
usually administered in Scotland, he shall be permitted to do so, and the 
oath shall be administered to him in such form and manner without further 
question. 

Rates, Exemption from,—By 3 & 4 Will. IV., cap. 30, all churches, 
chapels, meeting-houses, or premises exclusively appropriated to public re- 
ligious worship, and which are duly certified for such purpose, are exempted 
from the payment of Poor and Church rates. But such parts of the premises 
as are not so exclusively appropriated, and from which any rent, profit, or 
advantage is received, are liable to be rated. By the Public Health Act 1875 
the incumbent or minister of any building already exempt by law from poor 
rates shall not beliable to rates for paving, sewering, or lighting. The provisions 
of this Act do not apply to the Metropolis. By 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 40, author- 
‘ities having power to levy any rate may exempt any building used exclusively 
as a Sunday-school or Ragged-school. The exemption is in the option of the 
authorities. 

Recent Statutes.—The Acts of Parliament of 55 & 56 Vict. may be use- 
fully consulted on the following subjects:—Chapter 11, Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act Amendment; Chapter 15, Charity Inquiries (Expenses) ; 
Chapter 23, Foreign Marriage; Chapter 32, Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 
Registers, Dissenting, of Births, Baptisms, Marriages, Deaths, and 
Burials —These registers and records, which were collected, examined and 
approved by a Royal Commission, are now deposited in the custody of the 
Registrar-General, at the Non-Parochial Register Office, Somerset House, 
London, which, for the purposes of the Act of 3 & 4 Vict., c. 92, is deemed a 
branch or part of the General Register Office. Searches and extracts from 
these registers and records will be granted on every day except Sundays, 
Christmas Day, and Good Friday, between the hours of ten and four, upon 
personal application only, and payment of legal fees. Applications by letter 
for search or extract cannot be complied with. Persons residing in the country, 
torefore, who may require searches of certificates, must, of necessity, apply 

c@ a friend in London, or employ an agent. All other communications by 
letter, on the subject of the above-mentioned registers and records, must be 
ddressed to the “‘ Registrar-General, General Register Office, London ;” and 
it is requested that the words ‘‘ Non-Parochial Registers”? may be written on 
the outside of all such letters, the postage of which may be left unpaid. The 
fee for each search is 1s., and for each certificate, 2s. 6d. 


_ Sites for Chapels.—By the Places of Worship Sites’ Act, 1873, amended 
by an Act of 1883, owners of settled estates, corporations, and officers, trustees, 
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and commissioners holding land for public purposes, are empowered, with 
certain limitations, to grant sites for places of religious worship, residenc 
for ministers, and burial grounds. 


Trustees’ Incorporation Act.—35 & 36 Vict.,c. 24—This Act, entitl 
«An Act to facilitate the Incorporation of Trustees of Charities for Religiot 
Educational, Literary, Scientific, and Public Charitable Purposes, and t 
Enrolment of certain Charitable Trust-Deeds,” was passed 27th June, 187 
The object of the Act is to facilitate the incorporation of the chariti 
indicated in the title, and to diminish the expense of enrolment under an A 
passed in the thirtieth year of the reign of Her present Majesty. Owing 
the option of granting a certificate being by the Act vested in the Chari 
Commissioners for England and Wales, and to the latter having held th 
such certificate should be refused in cases where the property might be vest 
in the official trustee of the Commissioners under the Charity Commissi 
Acts, the Incorporation Act has become practically useless. 


Trustees Investments by.—The Trustee Act, 1898, consolidates t 
various enactments relating to trustees. The first part relates to inve' 
ments, and as to these it is (inter alia) enacted that a trustee may, unl 
expressly forbidden by the instrument (if any) creating the trust, and subj¢ 
to any consent required by such instrument, in addition to the powers co 
ferred thereby, invest any trust funds in his hands, whether at the time in 
state of investment or not, as follows :— 

(a) In any of the Parliamentary stocks or public funds or Governme 
securities of the United Kingdom. 

(b) On real or heritable securities in Great Britain or Ireland. 

(c) In the stock of the Bank of England or the Bank of Treland. 

(d) In India three-and-a-half per cent. stock and India three per cer 
stock, or in any other capital stock which may at any time hereafter 
issued by the Secretary of State in Council of India under the authori 
of Act of Parliament and charged on the revenues of India. 

(e) In any securities the interest of which is for the time being guarante: 
by Parliament. 

(f) In consolidated stock created by the Metropolitan Board of Works 
by the London County Council or in Debenture stock created by the Receiv 
for the Metropolitan Police District. 

(g) In the debenture or rent charge or guaranteed or preference stock 
any railway company in Great Britain or Ireland incorporated by spec 
Act of Parliament and having during each of the ten years last past befc 
the date of investment paid a dividend at the rate of not less than three p 
centum per annum on its ordinary stock.

Vaccination Act (1898).—No parent or other person shall be liable to any 
enalty under Sec. 29 or Sec. 31 of the Act of 1867, if, within four months 
rom the birth of the child, he satisfies two justices, or a stipendiary or metro- 
olitan police magistrate in petty sessions, that he conscientiously believes 
hat vaccination would be prejudicial to the health of the child, and delivers. 
certificate to that effect to the vaccination officer within seven days. And 
o order shall be made under Sec. 31] of the same Act on any person who has 
een previously convicted of non-compliance with a similar order relating to 
he same child. No proceedings shall be taken under Sec. 31, against any 
arent or person who has been convicted under Sec. 29 on account of the 
ame child, until it has reached the age of four years. The Vaccination 
\ct, 1898, remains in force until the lst of January, 1904.

MINISTERS DECEASED: 1902. 


Anthony.—The Rev. Edgar Solly Anthony, M.A., B.D., of Poole, died 
ter a brief illness on July 4th, 1902, aged 49. Mr. Anthony was born at 
ayrna in 1853. He was articled to an engineering firm in Leeds, but re- 
iquished that profession and became in 1877 a student of St. Andrews 
aiversity, With the view of entering the ministry. He graduated M.A. in 
81. He subsequently took the B.D. degree at the same University. After 
welling in South-Hastern Europe and Asia Minor, he entered for the 
vinity course at Manchester New College. He became assistant minister 
Highgate with the late Rev. Robert Spears, and held pastorates at Raloo, 
ivy St. Edmund’s, and Lydgate. In 1896 he accepted an invitation to 
ole, where he was beloved and honoured by all who knew him for his 
rnest piety and simple goodness. 

Carter.—The Rev. Thomas Carter, of Rochdale, died on July 4th, 1902, 
ed 75. Mr. Carter was a native of Cheltenham, and was educated there 
dat Gloucester. In early life he went to sea. He was much impressed by 
ne lectures of Mr. G. J. Holyoake’s at Cheltenham, and coming under the 
juence of the Rey. Henry Solly was led to undertake the work of the 
nistry. He studied at Carmarthen and at Manchester New College. ‘ In 
56 he became minister at Lewes, and in 1867 he settled at Rochdale, from 
ich he retired in 1890. 

Evans.—The Rev. David Lewis Evans died at Aberystwyth on Octo- 
r 29th, 1902, aged 89. Mr. Evans was born at Llanwenog in July, 1813. 

1834 he entered Carmarthen College, and for a short time ministered at 
en Fawr, near Lilandilo. In 1839 he became minister of the Presbyterian 
ngregations of Bloxham and Milton in Oxfordshire, then he went to Bridg- 
d, and afterwards to Colyton, where he ministered for thirteen years. In 
53 Mr. Evans was appointed Professor of Hebrew and Mathematics in the 
esbyterian College, Carmarthen. On his retirement in 1874, he settled for 
time at Birkenhead, and lectured at a number of places in North Wales 
behalf of the British and Foreign Unitarian Association. He then re- 
ved to South Wales, and resided at Llanybyther. In 1847, when ‘Yr 
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Ymofynydd’ was founded, Mr. Evans became the assistant editor, and con 
tinued until 1866; from 1868 to 1872 he acted as editor. He retained hi 
deep interest in Biblical studies until the end of his days, 

Ham.—The Rev. James Panton Ham died at Belfast on December 8th 
1902, aged 83. Mr. Ham was born at Hackney, and educated for th 
ministry at Cheshunt College. He became minister of the Countess of Hunt 
ingdon Chapels at Maidenhead and afterwards at Bristol. He then startec 
a Congregational Free Church in Cooper’s Hall, Bristol. In 1854, on hi 
becoming a Unitarian, he settled at Cross Street Chapel, Manchester, a 
colleague of the late Rev. William Gaskell. In 1859 he was invited to Lon 
don to succeed the late Rev. Thomas Madge at Essex Street Chapel. H 
resigned in 1883 in order to allow the chapel to be converted into a hal 
for the use of the British and Foreign Unitarian Association and the Sunda; 
School Association. In 1884 he was appointed minister at Kentish Town 
He finally retired from the ministry in 1888. 


Harrison.—The Rey. Joseph Harrison, after a long illness, died a 
Starnthwaite on January 12th, 1902, aged 45. Mr. Harrison was born o: 
May 22nd, 1856, at Thorner, near Leeds, his early years were spent at York 
and through the introduction of the Rey. John Kenrick he became a studen 
of the Unitarian Home Missionary Board from 1876 to 1879. He was ministe 
at Accrington from 1879 till 1888. In June, 1888, he removed to Scotland 
and took charge of the congregation at Kilbarchan for three and a half years 
and also lectured at Johnstone, Paisley, and othercentres. He left Scotlan 
in 1891, and became minister of the Percy Street Chapel, Preston, fror 
which ill-health compelled him to retire in 1899. Mr. Harrison was a 
earnest, faithful minister, keen and intelligent; and had he not been bu 
dened by a feeble constitution, he would have taken high rank among th 
Unitarian ministers of his time. 


Knapton.—The Rev. James C. Knapton, of Hapton, died on Nover 
ber 18th, 1902, aged 84. Mr. Knapton had been minister at Hapton fe 
forty-six years. He lived quietly among the villagers, and was willing t 
render service to any denomination that invited him to pray or preach, an 
his pulpit was kept equally free to them. 

Revitt.—The Rev. Francis Revitt, of Lincoln, died on November 7tk 
1902, aged 67. Mr. Revitt was a native of Stannington, and became 
student of the Home Missionary Board in Manchester. In 1867 he began hi 
ministry at Mottram and Stalybridge. Owing to ill-health he retired to hi 
native village for five years, and in 1875 he entered on his charge at Lincolr 
where he remained until his death. 

Scott.—The Rev. Thomas Wilson Scott, of Glenarm, Co. Antrim, die 
on July 10th, 1902. Mr. Scott was a native of Scotland. He was educate 
at New College. London, for the Congregational ministry, but did not ente 
on its active service. Becoming a Unitarian, he conducted services a 
Paisley. He subsequently occupied the pulpits at Crewe and Alcester, an 
assisted at Sheffield. From 1877 to 1879 he ministered at Horsham, wher 
he also kept a school. He retired for a time from the ministry, and wer 
to live at Lochmaben. Later he resumed ministerial work at Lydgate an 
then at Glenarm, where he laboured during the last eight years of his life. 

Smith.—The Rev. George Vance Smith, B.A., Ph.D., D.D., died a 
Bowdon on February 28th, 1902, aged 85. Dr. Vance Smith was born a 
Portarlington, Ireland, and after leaving school was for a year or two i 
a lawyer’s office in Leeds. He entered Manchester College, York, in 1836, 
a student for the ministry, and took the degree of B.A. at London Universit 
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. 1841. He was appointed Assistant Mathematical Tutor 1839-40, the last 
ssion of the College at York. He was minister of Chapel Lane Chapel, 
radford, from 1841-43; at Macclesfield from 1843-46. In 1846 he was 
»pointed Professor of Theology, Hebrew and Syriac, at his old College, 
hich had been removed in 1853 to University Hall, London, and of which 
> was Vice-Principal 1846-50, and Principal 1850-53. He was also a Trustee 
Dr. Williams’s Library. He became minister of St. Saviourgate Chapel 
; York, and whilst at York he was appointed one of the New Testament 
evisers. In 1875 he was minister of Upper Chapel, Sheffield. He was then 
ypointed Principal of the Presbyterian College, Carmarthen, where he 
mained for twelve years, when he retired and resided at Bath, after- 
ards removing to Bowdon. He was on the Council of the British and 
oreign Unitarian Association, and in 1865 he preached its Anniversary 
srmon. He was Author of ‘The Sacrifice of Christ.’ ‘The Spirit and the 
Tord of Christ,’ ‘ Revised Texts and Margins of the New Testament,’ ‘ The 
rophets and their Interpreters,’ ‘Chapters on Job,’ ‘Some Modern Phases 
_the Atonement,’ ‘ The Prophecies relating to Nineveh and the Assyrians,’ 
The Bible and its Theology,’ also joint Author with the Rev. Charles Well- 
sloved and the Rev. John Scott Porter in 1859-1862 of the Revised Trans- 
tion of the Old Testament, in three volumes.

| Tux chief alteration in the present edition of the Yar Boox, compared 
jwith previous issues, will be found in the list of Ministers. In addition to 
the name and address, particulars of education, college career, university 
degrees, and places of settlement are given. The editor is greatly indebted 
to the large majority of ministers for the prompt and careful way in which 
they filled up and returned the forms; if a small minority would take 
thought and mend their ways, it ought to be possible next year to pnblish an 
accurate and complete record. 


| The names of 373 ministers are included in the list; a few of these 
fare classed as lay-workers, on account of their not having received any 
special training for the ministry, or because they themselves do not desire 
to be regarded as ministers.

History.—The British and Foreign Unitarian Association was con- 
jituted in 1825. It arose out of the union of three Societies supported 
oy Unitarians in all parts of the kingdom: (1) The Unitarian Society 
or Promoting Christian Knowledge and the Practice of Virtue, by the 
Distribution of Books, founded in 1791; (2) The Unitarian Fund, estab- 
ished in 1806, which may be regarded as the most important; and (3) The 
“Association for Protecting the Civil Rights of Unitarians, formed in 1819.

Management.—The Association is managed by a representative Com- 
nittee elected annually by the whole body of its members. 


_ Grants of Money.—The Association assists many of the older churches 
‘n need of help, it makes grants in aid of new churches, and in the main- 
enance of missionary work in various places at home and abroad. The 
whole annual income, derived from collections and subscriptions, is ex- 
ot in grants of money for missionary objects. 


Grants of Pamphlets.—The Committee print and publish, from time 
q time, a great variety of Pamphlets, illustrative of Unitarian Christ- 
“anity ; ; and grants are freely made to individual inquirers, congregations, 
“nissionary societies, and postal missions. 103,258 pamphlets were dis- 
ributed in this way during 1902.

Hungary.—Ever since the year 1568 there has existed a fully organised 
Unitarian Church in Hungary. In the sixteenth century it consisted of 
more than 400 congregations in Transylvania, and also a considerable number, 
in several parts of Hungary Proper. The number was greatly reduced by 
protracted and bitter persecution which lasted about 200 years. The present 
number of Unitarian congregations with ordinary ministers is 110 ; there are 
forty to fifty places where the minister of the neighbouring congregation 
renders occasional services. The oldest congregation is the Kolozsvar on 
There is a congregation at Budapest which was established in 1869. The 
roll of membership in the churches of Hungary is about 70,000. Th 
churches are organised under a Bishop, at present Joseph Ferencz, at Kolozs- 
var, and two Curators (Wardens). The churches are governed by a repre 
sentative Consistory at Kolozsv4r. A chief Consistory is convened once @ 
year. In the fourth year a Synod is held. Higher education is carried on 
by the Church in three Colleges. There are at Kolozsvar a theological 
college, a gymnasium, and two elementary schools. The college was estab-. 
lished about 1569 by John Sigismund, Prince of Transylvania. The theolo 
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ical college was reorganised in 1896, its Dean being Professor G. Boros.

THE NATIONAL TRIENNIAL CONFERENCE. 


‘Tur National Conference of Unitarian, Liberal Christian, Fret 
Christian, Presbyterian, and other Non-Subseribing or Kindred Con-! 
gregations’ had its origin in the example set by the Unitarians of the’ 
United States of America, who had organized a ‘ National Conference 
Unitarian and other Christian Churches’ in 1865. At a Council Meeting of 
the British and Foreign Unitarian Association, held on January 19th, 1881, 
it was resolved :—‘ That the Executive Committee be requested to consider 
the possibility and desirableness of holding a Unitarian Conference 1 
England, and to ascertain the feeling of the larger Congregations, and 
report to the next Meeting of the Council.’ On June 24th, 1881, at the 
Meeting of the Council, a Committee was formed to make arrangements for 
a meeting of Ministers and Laymen in some central district for religious 
fellowship and conference. 

The first Conference was held at Liverpool in 1882; the second a 
Birmingham in 1885; the third at Leeds in 1888; the fourth at Londo

ADVISORY COMMITTEES. 


THERE are now ‘ ADVISORY COMMITTEES’ appointed by the Provincial 
Assembly of Lancashire and Cheshire, of London and the South-Eastern 
Counties, the Southern Unitarian Association, and the South Wales Unitarian 
Associations. Their chief function is to inquire into and report upon appli- 
cations for recognition from ‘orthodox’ ministers desirous of joining the 
Unitarian body. The Rules of the Advisory Committee appointed by the 
London and South-Eastern Counties miei Assembly cover a wider field, 
They are as follows :— 


1. An Advisory Committee shall be appointed at each Annual aos 
of the Assembly, and shall consist of five members, viz. : the President fo 
the time being, two ministers, and two laymen. 


2. The duties of the Advisory Committee shall be :— 


(a) On request to advise any congregation in the Province on a oy 
question affecting its welfare as a congregation; also to advise t 
minister or other officer of such a congregation, and the trustee of an 
building or endowment in which any such congregation is interested 
who may seek advice as to his rights or duties as such minister, officer, 
or trustee. 

(6) At the request of all parties concerned, to act as arbitrator or 
mediator, or to appoint an arbitrator or mediator to act in any dispute) 
which may have arisen affecting such a congregation, minister, oftcaml | 
trustee, or any of them.

MINISTERS’ PENSION AND INSURANCE FUND. 


THE object of the Fund, founded in 1902, is to assist ministers to 
make provision for their old age and for their families after their death. 
The following ministers are entitled to make application for assistance :— 
(a) Any minister for the time being of the congregation of any church, 
society, or mission on the roll of the Nationa onference (or should 
the National Conference cease to have a roll, of any Unitarian, Liberal 
Christian, Free Christian, Presbyterian, or other non-subscribing ot 
kindred congregation in the British Isles) that regularly assembles for 
the public worship of God; (b) The minister-at-large, missionary, ot 
ministerial secretary, or agent, of any association, mission, society, of 
assembly mentioned in the rules of the National Conference adopted at 
Leicester in April, 1900; (c) Any Professor of the Presbyterian College, 
Carmarthen, Manchester College, Oxford, or the Unitarian Home Missionary 
College, Manchester, who has at any time been minister of one of the con- 
gregations mentioned in (a), and who still occasionally preaches ; (d) Any 
minister who has been minister of any of the congregations mentioned in (a), 
and who is now the minister of any similar congregation in any colony ot 
dependency of the United Kingdom. Provided that no person shall be 
entitled to apply to the Managers for such assistance until he has been such 
minister or held such a post or professorship for at least one year. The word 
‘minister’ does not include a lay-preacher nor a lay-worker at a mission, 
The fund is administered by a Board of twelve Managers, four of whom are 
ministers. The capital of the fund is invested in the names of four Trustees, 
The following persons are entitled to vote at a General Meeting :—(a) 
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Donors of £5 or upwards to the Fund; (b) Annual subscribers of not less 
than ten shillings to the fund, who became subscribers not less than six 
| months before the date of the meeting; (c) The Managers, Trustees, and 
| Auditors for the time being of the fund; (d) Members of the National Con- 
ference, so long as it exists, who represent churches that subscribe not less 
than £1 per annum to the fund ; (e) all persons receiving assistance from the 
fund. Pension and Inswrance.—The income of the fund is employed in 
assisting ministers to pay the premiums on benefit policies effected by them 
| with the Equitable Life Assurance Society. Such policy entitles the minister 
to an annuity of either £52 or £104 a year, payable half-yearly, the first 
instalment to be paid six months after he has reached the age of sixty-five ; 
it may also entitle the minister to the sum of £250, with or without profits, 
_ to be paid to his representatives on his death within the age of sixty-five, or 
| on his death at any age. To entitle the minister to these benefits, he will 
| have to pay the Assurance Society an annual premium varying with his age. 
If that premium does not exceed £20, the Managers pay to the Assurance 


Society half the premium out of the income of the fund; if it exceeds £20, 
the Managers pay £10, and no more, towards the premium. Managers,

| MINISTERS’ CONFERENCES. 


| Body of English Presbyterian Ministers in and about the 
| Cities of London and Westminster.—At the beginning of the reign of 
Charles II. there was an organized community of Presbyterian Ministers 
who enjoyed the privilege of presenting Petitions and Addresses to 
the Sovereign. In 1691 the Bodies of Presbyterian and Independent 
Ministers joined together as ‘United Brethren.’ Doctrinal differences, 
_ however, led to a dissolution of the Union after a few years. Then the 

Presbyterians styled themselves and were known as ‘ The Body (or Board) of 
Presbyterian Ministers in and about the cities of London and Westminster.’ 
In 1702 on the accession of Queen Anne, the three Denominations, viz: the 
Presbyterian, Independent, and Anti-paedobaptist, formed a Union (each 
Body, however retaining its separate existence), which was renewed in the 
following reign, and in 1727 took the title ‘The General Body of Protestant 
Dissenting Misisters of the Three Denominations residing in and about the 
cities of London and Westminster.’ This united Body had the privilege of 
addressing the Throne. In 1836 in consequence of doctrinal differences the 
Presbyterians seceded and on the accession of Queen Victoria were permitted 
to resume their ancient practice, which they have since continued to exercise, 
of addressing, as a separate Body, the Sovereign in person. The Presbyterian 
form of government has not been in use among them since the Act of 
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Uniformity. The Meetings of the Body are generally held at Dr. Williams’s 
Library, Gordon-square, London, W.C. Hon. Secs., Revs. James Harwood, 
B.A. and F. K. Freeston.

THE UNITARIAN HOME MISSIONARY COLLEGE. 
Memorial Hall, Albert Square, Manchester. 


Tuts institution was founded in 1854, by the late Rev. Dr. J. R. Beard and 
others, “‘ to assist young men of earnest and religious character, active habits, 
and benevolent disposition, in training themselves for the work of spreading 
the Gospel of Christ among the people, especially among the ignorant and 
sinful.” While still endeavouring to carry out its original purpose, the 
institution has gradually developed into the second chief Training College 
for the Unitarian ministry. The institution was established under the title 
of the Unitarian Home Missionary Board, but at a special meeting of mem- 
bers, held October 7th, 1889, it was decided that it should henceforward be 
called the Unitarian Home Missionary College. The preamble of the con- 
stitution is as follows:—‘The object of the institution is, to assist in the 
education of young men for the work of preaching the Gospel and pro- 
moting practical Christianity among the people, especially the poor, the 
untaught, and the neglected. The institution adheres to the principle of 
freely imparting theological knowledge, without insisting on the adoption of 
particular theological doctrines.’ 

CoutteciatE Coursr.—The full Collegiate Course consists of an Arts 
Curriculum of at least two years, and a Theological Curriculum of at least 
two years, each year comprising three academical terms. 

Apmission or StupEnrs.—Students may be admitted to the Collegiate 
Course after having attained the age of eighteen years; and to the Theological 
Curriculum (a) After having completed the Arts Curriculum; or, (b) After 
having obtained a degree; or, (c) After having attained the age of 25 years, 
and shewn special aptitude for the work of the ministry. 

All Candidates must pass the Examination, and comply with the 
Regulations, prescribed in the By-laws relating to Candidates for Admission. 

REGULATIONS AS TO SrupENTS.—1. Admission shall be in the first instance 
for one Term only; and every Student who has not completed his course shall 
be required to apply in writing to the Committee for re-admission at the 
end of the first and third terms in each year; but each Student shall be 
admitted only on the distinct understanding that he has a bond fide intention 
of completing the course. 2. The Committee shall have a discretionary 
power to grant such pecuniary aid to each Student as they may from time to 
time determine ; they shall also have power to charge fees. 3. No Student 
shall marry during his connection with the College. 

Supszects or Insrruction.—l. The English Language and Literature, with 
Exercises in Reading and in Extemporaneous Speaking. 2. The Greek 
Language. 3. The Latin Language. 4. Ancient and Modern History, 
including Ecclesiastical and Doctrinal. 5. Mental, Moral, and Religious 
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Philosophy. 6. The Comparative History of Religious Systems and Opinions. 
7. The History and Interpretation of the Bible. 8. Political Economy. 
9. The Composition and Delivery of Sermons. 10. Religious Biography, 
with Special Illustrations of the Missionary Spirit and Life. 11. The 
Pastoral Work, including Initiation in Practical Duties, especially in 
Teaching, Preaching, and Visiting. 12. Such other subjects as may, in the 
opinion of the Committee and Principal, be, from time to time, desirable in 
the case of students intending to take a degree. 

OccastonaL SrupENtTs.—Certain Courses of Lectures in each Session may 
be open to occasional Students, upon such terms and conditions as the 
Committee may appoint. 

Tur Tarr Scuotarsuie in connection with the College is of the annual 
value of £60 (increased for the present to £70), and is tenable for three years. 
It was founded by the late Sir Henry Tate, Bart., in 1878. The Tate 
Scholar must be a graduate, preferably of the Victoria University and must 
pursue his studies at Manchester College, Oxford, taking such classes as its 
Professors may determine. 

THe GASKELL ScHoLaRsHIP in connection with the College was founded in 
1879. It is of the annual value of £70. The tenure of the Scholarship is 
for one year. The candidates for the Scholarship must be students of the 
Unitarian Home Missionary College of at least one year’s standing. 

Tur Durnine Surre ScHouarsHip in connection with the College is of the 
annual value of £90. It was founded in 1895 by the late Miss J. Durning 
Smith, in memory of her father, Mr. John Benjamin Smith, and of his long 


friendship and great respect for the founder of the Institution, Dr. John || 


Relly Beard. Its purpose is to enable promising students to take a degree 
at the Victoria University, and it is tenable for one year.

It is endowed in 
part by the Will of Dr. Daniel Williams (1644—1715), by the Jackson 
Trustees, and the Berman Trustees. 
The College exists for the purpose of educating young men for the Christian 
ministry among Protestant Nonconformists, and is open to Students of 
all Denominations without any theological test.

_ Students are required to pay a fee of £8 per session, and to pass(a) The 
| Matriculation Examination of the University of Wales in at least four subjects 
- or (b) An equivalent University Examination, or (c) The College entrance 
examination (for which a fee of £2 must be paid). 

The Entrance Examination is held atthe College in September in each year.

Dr. Williams’s Library was opened for the use of the public about 
thirteen years after the testator’s death, and has been greatly augmented 
gince that period by bequests and gifts, and by purchase of new books. 

A portion of Dr. Williams’s estates, bequeathed for 2,000 years, is 
appropriated to the following objects :— 

The maintenance of the library ; Scholarships at Glasgow University and 
divinity scholarships; the support of a school for girls at Dolgelley ; 
payments to ministers in Wales; grants to poor ministers, and to 
ministers’ widows; the distribution of books to the poor. 

Library.—The Library is mainly, but not exclusively, theological. It is : 


rich in Ecclesiastical History and Biography, and in Philosophy; and 


includes also Greek and Roman Literature, English History and History of 
Literature, Economics, &c. There is a large collection of 17th century 
tracts, sermons, &c., especially of the Commonwealth period. The use of 
the Library and permission to borrow books are free to persons properly 
introduced and guaranteed in accordance with the printed rules, which 
may be obtained from the Librarian, the Rev. F. H. Jones,B.A. The Library 
is open from 10 to 5, Saturdays 10 tol, Itis closed during August, and for 
a week at Christmas and at Easter. Readers must be at least 18 years old. 
The usual number of volumes allowed to each reader is Three, and the usual © 
time One Month, except in the case of new books and single numbers of peri- 
odicals which are allowed for shorter periods. The Librarian is authorised 
to make special arrangements as to the number of volumes and time allowed 
for Country Readers. Special arrangements may also occasionally be made 
for Readers either in Town or Country who are engaged in some special 
work for which they require a larger number of volumes, for @ DEFINITE longer 
period. Application for such privilege must always be accompanied by an 
explanation of the grounds on which it is made. Readers are required to 
pay the carriage of all books sent to them, on receipt of the parcel. All 
books sent to the Library must be well packed and prepaid. 

Scholarships in the University of Glasgow.—Three undergraduate Scholar- 
ships of £40 each tenable for three years at Glasgow are offered for competition 
in July, 1904. Candidates must be from South Britain, and must declare 
their intention of entering the Nonconformist Ministry. According to the 
terms of the founder’s will, preference is given to sons of poor Presby- 
terian Ministers, equally qualified. 
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Divinity Scholarships.—These scholarships (of £50 per annum, tenable for 
_ two years), are open to such students as shall have taken a degree in one of the 
British or Irish Universities. Candidates are required to produce certificates 
| of moral and religious character, and to declare their decided wish and 
| intention to pursue their studies, with an especial view to the Protestant 
_ Dissenting ministry, in some school of theology approved by the trustees, 
| Two Scholarships are offered in 1904. The Examination will be held at the 
Library in September. Applications for admission to the examination must 
be sent in before Ist June, 1904.

In drafting a New Trust Deed care should be taken to clearly state that 
wny question should at any time arise as to the purposes for which the said 
purch or Chapel may lawfully be used, the widest meaning should be attached to 
trust aforesaid, so that neither by reference to the actual or supposed opinions 
ithe founders, nor otherwise, shall any restriction be imposed on the liberty of 
congregation for the time being to change its opinions with regard to religious 
Aitrines or modes of regulating worship. 
\The deed should be settled by a solicitor, who will consider questions of con- 
eration, enrolment, etc.

Rules, Congregations are strongly recommended to have regard to the T%

Registration of Births and Deaths. | 


Births.—Parents are required to see to the registration of Births (at the | 
Registrar’s office for the district in which they reside) within six weeks, under) 
a penalty of 40s. for default. There is no charge for such registration, unless 
the Registrar attends, by a written request, at the house of the parents, when | 
he becomes entitled to a fee of 1s. In default of the parents, the occupier of 
the house in which the child was born, and other persons, are held responsible | 
for giving information to the Registrar. After the lapse of three months — 
from the date of birth, the registration can only be effected by paying fees of 
2s. 6d. each to the Registrar and Superintendent-Registrar. | 

Deaths must be registered within five days, but registration may be | 
delayed for fourteen days provided written information of the death, | 
together with a medical certificate of its cause, be forwarded to the Registrar 
within five days. The nearest relative present at the death or during the | 
last illness is the responsible person, or should there be no relative present, 
then the occupier of the house, or the person who causes the body to be | 
buried. Penalty for default, 40s. The doctor’s certificate must be produced © 
to the Registrar at the time of registration, and the Registrar’s certificate to | 

the officiating Minister at the interment. No fee is payable if the 

informants attend at the Registrar’s office, but he becomes entitled to a fee —

Registration of Chapels. 


Ordinary Registration.—All dissenting places of worship should be regis-__ 
tered. Registration is effected by giving a certificate in writing that the | 
chapel is used for worship to the Superintendent-Registrar of the District 
on a form which he will supply on application. The fee on registration is | 
2s. 6d., and a certified copy of the Registrar-General’s certificate of the 
Registration can be obtained for a further payment of 2s. 6d. The Registers” 
can at any time be inspected at the Superintendent-Registrar’s office on | 
payment of a fee of ls. Registered places of worship are exempt from the 
provisions of the Charitable Trusts Acts. When a place of worship is re 
built, either on the same or another site, the old certificate of registration | 
must be cancelled and the place re-registered. 


Registration of Chapels for Marriages.—A place of worship must, | 
before marriages can legally be celebrated therein, in addition to being regis-— 
tered as above mentioned, be separately registered for the performance of | 
marriages. Before registering a place for marriages, the Superintendent- 
Registrar of the district must be satisfied by certificate that the building has _ 
been used for worship for one year previous to the application. A fee of £3is- 
payable, and the Registration is advertised in the London Gazette and in a local 
newspaper. When a chapel ceases to be used for worship or is rebuilt, the 
certificate is cancelled, and in that case it requires to be renewed if worship is 
resumed. When a congregation has removed from one chapel to another, and 
the old building has ceased to be used as a place of public worship, the certificate 
of the old chapel may be cancelled, and the new building registered for the 
solemnisation of marriages, without waiting for a year to elapse. All neces 
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| sary forms and information will be supplied by the Superintendent-Registrar 
| of the District.

England and Wales.—Marriages may be solemnised in any registered 
building, or in a district registry office either by certificate or by licence.

"districts, notices must be sent to respective Superintendent-Registrars.

Both parties, however, must be in England 
at time of notice, though only one clear day is required (unless marriage take 
place in Ireland with some one there, when seven days are required) between 
notice and granting of licence.

If there be no registered building in the district according to rites or 
“ceremonies desired by parties, by endorsing notice with such declaration 
“marriage may be held in another district. 

If usual ‘ place of worship’ at which ceremony is desired, be out of district 
of either’s dwelling, by inserting words :—‘ Such building being usual place 
of worship of said , and situate not more than two miles beyond limits of 
district of , certificate will be granted accordingly.

; Ireland.—Marriages according to the form and discipline of the

In the first case ‘Both parties must be members of the same 
Church as the Moderator who grants the Special Licence,’—that is to say 
ithe Remonstrant Synod of Ulster, the Presbytery of Antrim, and the 
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Synod of Munster, are treated as three separate denominations, and the | 
Moderator of each has the privilege of granting special licences to the 
members of his own body. 


(2.) Ordinary licences can be granted when only one of the parties is a 
Presbyterian. Each Presbytery is authorised to appoint, subject to the 
approval of the Lord Lieutenant, a sufficient number of Presbyterian 
ministers to issue licences for marriage in meeting-houses duly certified, in 
connection with the Presbytery. 

Anyone wishing to obtain a licence must, seven days before the licence 
shall be delivered to him or her, produce to the licensing minister a certificate 
from the minister of the congregation of which he or she shall be a member | 
and has been a member for at least one calendar month preceding. This 
congregation must be in connection with the Presbytery to which the licensing © 
minister belongs. | 

(3.) When both parties are Presbyterians, marriages may be celebrated 
after the banns have been proclaimed for three Sundays in the Presbyterian 
meeting-houses attended by each of the parties. 

The presence of the Registrar is not required at a marriage celebrated in 
a place of worship whether Presbyterian or otherwise. 


Scotland.—The ceremony can be performed by the minister of any de-— 
nomination, in any place, at any time, with or without any particular form. 
The law has been amended so as to put an end, as far as possible, to what 
were known as ‘irregular’ marriages. Legal notice must now be given to 
the Registrar of the parish or district, as in England, the names of the con: 
tracting parties being exhibited for seven days on the notice board outside 
the office of the Registrar in whose district the parties have resided for ai 
least fifteen days immediately preceding. At the expiration of the period 
named a certificate will be granted, and on this the marriage may take place 
either in a church or elsewhere. Any person who has resided for at least 
twenty-one days in Scotland may be married by going to the Registrar’s 
office in which he or she may reside, accompanied by two witnesses who can 
certify as to the term of residence, and exchanging written contract with the 
other party, afterwards proceeding to the County Sheriff’s chambers to have 
the marriage registered. 


Burial Laws. 


By the common law of England every parishioner is entitled to be 
puried in the churchyard of his parish, and for this purpose every person 
is a parishioner of the parish in which he dies. Prior to the Burial Act o! 
1880, the burial service of the Church of England was the only one whic 
might be read in churchyards or other consecrated ground. 

The notice of an intention to bury, in either churchyards or the conse 
crated parts of parochial cemeteries, should be given with as little delay as 
possible, and must not be later than forty-eight hours before the time pro= 
posed for the burial.

In the case of a churchyard, the notice is to be left at the house of the 


In the case of a parochial cemetery, if there is a chaplain for the con- 
secrated ground, the notice is to be addressed to him, but is to be left at the 


| office of the Clerk of the Burial Board. 


In the case of a pauper, notice may be given to the incumbent, or the 


chaplain, and also to the master of the workhouse, or to the clerk to the 
’ Guardians, by the husband, wife, or next of kin. The Guardians will be 


bound to allow the burial to be in accordance with the Act. 

It is not necessary that the clergyman should consent to a burial under the 
Act. He can object only to the time proposed, and do that only in certain 
cases. Unlessit be otherwise mutually arranged, burials must be between 10 


and 6 o’clock from April 1st to October 1st, and between 10 and 3 from 
October 1st to April Ist. 


A burial may take place either without ‘ any religious service’ or ‘ with 
such Christian and orderly religious service’ at the grave as the person res- 


 ponsible for the burial may think fit, and ‘ any person or persons ’—whether 


ministers or laymen—who may be invited or authorised, may conduct such 
service, or take pore in any religious act thereat. The words ‘ Christian 


| service ’ include ‘ every religious service used by any church, denomination, 
or person, professing to be Christian.’ 


All burials must be decent and orderly, and any one guilty of riotous, 


| violent, or indecent behaviour, or of obstructing any service, will be guilty ofa 
f misdemeanour. 


So also will any person who shall ‘deliver any address, not being 


| part of, or incidental to, any religious service’ permitted by the Act, or who 
| wilfully endeavours ‘to bring into contempt or obloquy the Christian religion, 


or the belief or worship of any church or denomination of Christians, or the

funeral; who, if he so choose, retains it. The-Registrar’s certificate is not 
essential to an interment taking place ; for the Burials Act of 1880 expressly . 
provides that if the person in charge of the funeral has not received it within ] 
seven days after the interment, he must give notice to the Registrar.] : 

The clergy of the Church of England are at liberty to use the burial service 
of that Church in any unconsecrated burial-ground, or in the chapel therein. | 
The relatives may have such service performed in unconsecrated ground by | 
any clergyman of the Church of England who may be willing to perform the |

In cases where the Church of England service cannot legally be used, and | 
in any other case, at the request of the relatives, the clergy may use some other 


than the ordinary burial service of the Church of England, provided that it 
has been approved by the Bishop, and is taken wholly from the Bible and | 
Prayer-Book. | 
The Act of 1880 does not entitle any one to be buried in any place in 
which he would have no right to be buried if the Act had not passed. ; 
When permission to bury a non-parishioner is given, the service may be) | 
conducted under the Act. The incumbent has no legal right to make hill 
consent to the burial of a non-parishioner dependent on the service being) 
conducted by himself, or some other clergyman. i | 
Neither does it affect previously existing regulations or authority in regard 

to the position of graves, inscriptions on gravestones, &e. The same fees | 
will also have to be paid asthough the burial were conducted by a clergyman. 
. ieee Act of 1880 applies only to England and Wales and the Channel 
slands. 


Burial Grounds Act, 1900.—This Act, which received the royal assent 
July 10th, 1900, and came into operation January Ist, 1901, modifies the) 
Act of 1880 by rendering the forty-eight hours notice no longer necessary 
in the case of the consecrated parts of parochial cemeteries. The Act does 
not deal with churchyards. In future, burial boards ‘ may, if they think fit,”| 
apply to have a portion of the cemetery consecrated ; formerly they were 
compelled to have a portion consecrated. Burial boards are no longer 
compelled to erect two cemetery chapels, one for Anglicans and one for Non- 
conformists. They may erect any chapel ‘they may consider necessary’ 5 
but any chapel so erected ‘shall not be consecrated, or reserved for the 
exclusive use of any denomination.’ The payment of fees to an incumbent 
of a parish will no longer be required ‘except for services rendered by him.’ 
In future, when a Nonconformist minister officiates in the consecrated part 
of a parochial cemetery, he, and not the clergyman, will receive the fee 
These provisions apply to cemeteries opened after the passing of the Act. 
In the case of cemeteries already existing the old fees will continue to be 
exacted for fifteen years, or on the vacating of the incumbency, whichever is 
the longer period.

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Charitable Trusts, Investments, ete. 


| Charitable Trusts.—The Acts relating to Charitable Trusts give the 
| Charity Commissioners very extensive jurisdiction over all charitable trusts 
{except certain exempted charities), and empower the Commissioners to 
inquire into the management of charities, to oblige their trustees to render 
accounts, to advise such trustees on the administration of the trusts, to 
‘“ authorise or direct legal proceedings to be taken, to authorise the granting of 
‘ leases and making of improvements, and raising of money by mortgage, to 
authorise trustees to remove schoolmasters and other officers, to authorise the 
! sale, exchange, or partitions of lands, to remove and appoint trustees, and to 
‘make new schemes for the administration of charities. Among the charities 

exempted from the operations of these Acts are any buildings registered as 
‘ places of meeting for religious worship with the Registrar-General of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages, and bond fide used as places of meeting for religious 
worship. Exempted charities can, by application under certain sections of 
one of the Acts, have the benefits of the Acts extended to them. 


| Dissenters’ Chapels Act.—It is under this Act (7 & 8 Vict., c. 45), passed 
19th July, 1844, that many of the old Presbyterian Chapels are secured to 
the Unitarians. The Act provides in substance that where there is no 
express statement in the deed of foundation as to the particular doctrines 
‘for which a chapel was to be employed, twenty-five years’ usage shall be 
conclusive. 
Dissenters in Established Church Pulpits—The Act by which it is 
' considered that the Clergy are restrained from inviting Dissenters to occupy 
their pulpits is the Act of Uniformity of 1662 (13 & 14 Car. II.,c. 14). By 

this Act no one may act or preach as a lecturer (in which capacity it is con- 
“ceived a Dissenter or layman would appear, if so invited to preach) without 
‘a licence from the Bishop, and it has been decided that the discretion of the 
‘Bishop to grant or withhold his licence cannot be questioned. Any lecturer 
who acts in contravention of this enactment ‘“ shall suffer three months’ im- 
prisonment without bail or mainprize.” No penalty, however, appears to be 
‘incurred by a parson inviting or permitting an unlicensed lecturer to use his 
pulpit; though a Bishop who grants a licence to anyone who has not first 
subscribed to the Three Articles concerning ‘‘the King’s supremacy, the 
‘Book of Common Prayer, and the 39 Articles,” will have to suffer the serious 
inconvenience of being suspended from giving licences to preach for the space 
of twelve months. 


Land, Gifts and Sales of.—The law relating to gifts and sales of land 
and other property for charitable uses (amongst which are included the erection 
of chapels, schools, &c.), has been recently consolidated by the Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act, 1888 (51 & 52 Vict., cap. 42) and the Mortmain and 
'\Charitable Uses Act, 1891 (54 & 55 Vict., c. 73), but is still very complicated. 
No attempt should be made to give effect to sales of more than two acres of 
jland, or to gifts for such purposes without competent legal advice. Land not 
'\exceeding two acres in extent may be conveyed to “trustees on behalf of any 
"society or body of persons associated together for religious purposes,” ‘for 
the erection thereon of a building for such purposes,” ‘‘ or whereon a building 
used or intended to be used for such purposes has been erected,” without any 
special formalities, provided that such conveyance be made in good faith, for 
full and valuable consideration. It is no longer necessary to enrol either the 
conveyance or ths deed declaring the trusts, though the trustees may enrol 

such deed if they think fit, Any property, except lands, tenements and: 
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; 
hereditaments, and personal property directed to be laid out in them, may 
be assured to charity, either for value or as a gift, and either by deed or will, 
without restriction of any kind. | 


Oaths Act, 1888.—The Act to amend the Law as to Oaths,passed on the 
24th December, 1888, enacts that every person upon objecting to being sworn, 
and stating, as the ground of such objection, either that he has no religious 
belief, or that the taking of an oath is contrary to his religious belief,” 
shall be permitted to make his solemn affirmation instead of taking an 
oath, in all places and for all purposes where an oath is or shall be required 
by law, which affirmation shall be of the same force and effect as if he had 
taken the oath. Every such affirmation shall be as follows:—“I, A. B., do 
solemnly, sincerely, and truly declare and affirm,” and then proceed with th 
words of the oath prescribed by law, omitting any words of imprecation or 
calling to witness. If any person to whom an oath is administered desires 
to swear with uplifted hand in the form and manner in which an oath is” 
usually administered in Scotland, he shall be permitted to do so, and the 
oath shall be administered to him in such form and manner without furthe 
question. ; 

Rates, Exemption from—By 3 & 4 Will. IV., cap. 30, all churches, 
chapels, meeting-houses, or premises exclusively appropriated to public req 
ligious worship, and which are duly certified for such purpose, are exempted 
from the payment of Poor and Church rates. But such parts of the premises 
as are not so exclusively appropriated, and from which any rent, profit, o 
advantage is received, are liable to be rated. By the Public Health Act 187 
the incumbent or minister of any building already exempt by law from poor 
rates shall not beliable to rates for paving, sewering, or lighting. The provisions 
of this Act do not apply to the Metropolis. By 32 & 33 Vict., cap. 40, author- 
ities having power to levy any rate may exempt any building used exclusively 
as a Sunday-school or Ragged-school. The exemption is in the option of the 
authorities. ’ 

Recent Statutes.—The Acts of Parliament of 55 & 56 Vict. may be use 
fully consulted on the following subjects:—Chapter 11, Mortmain and 
Charitable Uses Act Amendment; Chapter 15, Charity Inquiries (Expenses) 
Chapter 23, Foreign Marriage; Chapter 32, Clergy Discipline Act, 1892. 

Registers, Dissenting, of Births, Baptisms, Marriages, Deaths, and 
Burials.—These registers and records, which were collected, examined and 
approved by a Royal Commission, are now deposited in the custody of the 
Registrar-General, at the Non-Parochial Register Office, Somerset House, 
London, which, for the purposes of the Act of 3 & 4 Vict., c. 92, is deemed 8 
branch or part of the General Register Office. Searches and extracts from 
these registers and records will be granted on every day except Sundays, 
Christmas Day, and Good Friday, between the hours of ten and four, upon 
personal application only, and payment of legal fees. Applications by letter 
for search or extract cannot be complied with. Persons residing in the country, 
therefore, who may require searches of certificates, must, of necessity, apply 
to a friend in London, or employ an agent. All other communications by 
letter, on the subject of the above-mentioned registers and records, must be 
addressed to the ‘“‘ Registrar-General, General Register Office, London ;” and 
it is requested that the words ‘‘ Non-Parochial Registers” may be written on 
the outside of all such letters, the postage of which may be left unpaid. The 
fee for each search is 1s., and for each certificate, 2s. 6d. 

Sites for Chapels.—By the Places of Worship Sites’ Act, 1873, amended 
by an Act of 1883, owners of settled estates, corporations, and officers, trustees, 
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nd commissioners holding land for public purposes, are empowered, within 
ertain limitations, to grant sites for places of religious worship, residences 
or ministers, and burial grounds. 


Trustees’ Incorporation Act.—35 & 36 Vict.,c. 24.—This Act, entitled 
An Act to facilitate the Incorporation of Trustees of Charities for Religious, 
ducational, Literary, Scientific, and Public Charitable Purposes, and the 
nrolment of certain Charitable Trust-Deeds,” was passed 27th June, 1872. 
he object of the Act is to facilitate the incorporation of the charities 
‘adicated in the title, and to diminish the expense of enrolment under an Act 
assed in the thirtieth year of the reign of Her present Majesty. Owing to 
he option of granting a certificate being by the Act vested in the Charity 
Jommissioners for England and Wales, and to the latter having held that 
uch certificate should be refused in cases where the property might be vested 
; the official trustee of the Commissioners under the Charity Commission 
: cts, the Incorporation Act has become practically useless. 
| 


Trustees Investments by.—The Trustee Act, 1893, consolidates the 
various enactments relating to trustees. The first part relates to invest- 
nents, and as to these it is (inter alia) enacted that a trustee may, unless 
sxpressly forbidden by the instrument (if any) creating the trust, and subject 
lo any consent required by such instrument, in addition to the powers con- 
erred thereby, invest any trust funds in his hands, whether at the time ina 
state of investment or not, as follows :— 
(a) In any of the Parliamentary stocks or public funds or Government 
ecurities of the United Kingdom. 

b) On real or heritable securities in Great Britain or Ireland. 

4 In the stock of the Bank of England or the Bank of Ireland. 
_ (In India three-and-a-half per cent. stock and India three per cent. 
stock, or in any other capital stock which may at any time hereafter be 
ssued by the Secretary of State in Council of India under the authority 
of Act of Parliament and charged on the revenues of India. 
| (e) In any securities the interest of which is for the time being guaranteed 
by Parliament. 

(f) In consolidated stock created by the Metropolitan Board of Works or 
by the London County Council or in Debenture stock created by the Receiver 
for the Metropolitan Police District. 

(g) In the debenture or rent charge or guaranteed or preference stock of 
mny railway company in Great Britain or Ireland incorporated by special 
Act of Parliament and having during each of the ten years last past before 
he date of investment paid a dividend at the rate of not less than three per 
entum per annum on its ordinary stock. 

(h) In the stock of any railway or canal company in Great Britain or 
(reland whose undertaking is leased in perpetuity or for a term of not less 
han two hundred years at a fixed rental to any such railway company as is 
nentioned in sub-section g either alone or jointly with any other railway 
ompany. 

(i) In the debenture stock of any railway company in India the interest 
m which is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of State in Council of India. 

(j) In the “B” annuities of the Eastern Bengal, the Hast Indian and 
he Scinde, Punjaub and Delhi Railways and any like annuities which may 
any time hereafter be created on the purchase of any other railway by the 
secretary of State in Council of India and charged on the revenues of India 
md which may be authorized by Act of Parliament to be accepted by 
rustees in lieu of any stock held by them in the purchased railway, also in 
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deferred annuities comprised in the register of holders of annuity Class D 
and annuities comprised in the register of annuitants Class © of the East 
Indian Railway Company. 

(k) In the stock of any railway company in India upon which a fixed or 
minimum dividend in sterling is paid or guaranteed by the Secretary of State 
in Council of India or upon the capital of which the interest is so guaranteed, 

(?) In the debenture or guaranteed or preference stock of any company in) 
Great Britain or Ireland established for the supply of water for profit and 
incorporated by special Act of Parliament or by Royal Charter and having 
during each of the ten years last past before the date of investment paid a 
dividend of not less than £5 per centum per annum on its ordinary stock. — 

(m) In nominal or inscribed stock issued or to be issued by the corporation 
of any municipal borough having according to the returns of the last census) 
prior to the date of investment a population exceeding fifty thousand or by 
any county council under the authority of any Act of Parliament o 
Provisional Order. 

(n) In nominal or inscribed stock issued or to be issued by any com 
missioners incorporated by Act of Parliament for the purpose of supplying 
water and having a compulsory power of levying rates over an area having 
according to the returns of the last census prior to the date of investment @ 
population exceeding fifty thousand, provided that during each of the ten 
years last past before the date of investment the rates levied by such com: 
missioners shall not have exceeded eighty per centum of the amount 
authorized by law to be levied. 

(0) In any of the stocks, funds, or securities for the time being authorized 
for the investment of cash under the control or subject to the order of the 
High Court. 

Provided that a trustee may not purchase at a price exceeding its 
redemption value any stock mentioned in sub-sections (9); (t), (k), (2), and (m), 
which is liable to be redeemed within fifteen years of the date of purchase at 
par or at some other fixed rate, or purchase any such stock as is mentioned 
in such sub-sections, which is liable to be redeemed at par or at some other 
fixed rate, at a price exceeding 15 per cent. above par or such other fixed rate. 


Vaccination Act (1898).—No parent or other person shall be liable to an 
penalty under Sec. 29 or Sec. 31 of the Act of 1867, if, within four mon hs 
from the birth of the child, he satisfies two justices, or a stipendiary or metro- 
politan police magistrate in petty sessions, that he conscientiously believes 
that vaccination would be prejudicial to the health of the child, and delivers 
a certificate to that effect to the vaccination officer within seven days. And 
no order shall be made under Sec. 31 of the same Act on any person who has 
been previously convicted of non-compliance with a similar order relating to 
the same child. No proceedings shall be taken under Sec. 31, against any 
parent or person who has been convicted under Sec. 29 on account of the 
same child, until it has reached the age of four years. The Vaccination 
Act, 1898, remains in force until the Ist of January, 1904.

| Broadrick.—The Rev. Thomas Bennett Broadrick died at Bridgwater 
n July Ist, 1903, aged 56. Mr. Broadrick was born at Dukinfield on Octo- 
er 18th, 1846. He was a student at the Home Missionary Board from 1869 
21872. He was minister at Burnley, Nantwich, and Lye for short periods ; 
e then settled at Ipswich, where he remained from 1879 to 1891. During 
he two years following he was minister at Dewsbury. In 1893 he was 
pointed District Missionary by the Committee of the Western Union, first 
ttling at Yeovil and afterwards at Bridgwater, where he died. Mr. 
Sroadrick did much helpful and useful work among several of the smaller 
‘nd more isolated congregations in the West of England. 
Freckelton,—The Rev. Thomas Wesley Freckelton died at Northamp- 
on on February 11th, 1903, aged 75. Mr. Freckelton was born at Notting- 
‘am, December 1827, and was trained among the Baptists. When a little 
‘ver twenty years of age he emigrated to the United States, where he met 
‘Theodore Parker. In 1852 he entered the Baptist College, Leicester. In 
855 he began his ministry at Longton, and became a friend of George 
Dawson. In 1861 he accepted the Unitarian pulpit at Bradford (Yorks.), 
‘ive years later he was at Plymouth, and in 1875 he became minister of 
pity Church, Islington, London. In 1881 he delivered the lecture on 
The Religious Life,’ one of the ten lectures on ‘Positive Aspects of 
Jnitarian Christianity’ which he suggested as a member of the Committee 
of the British and Foreign Unitarian Association. He composed several 
ymns, and issued in 1884 a ‘Hymn Book for Popular Services.’ He wrote 
he first of a series of Theological Essays published at Essex Hall, entitled 
Religion and Modern Thought.’ After resigning the pulpit at Unity 
Jhurch, Islington, he became Missionary Agent (1891-3) for the London and 
3.5. Counties Provincial Assembly. In 1894 he took charge of the congrega- 
ion at Northampton for a brief period. Mr. Freckelton was a man of varied 
zifts, an able and eloquent preacher. 
’ Hall.—The Rey. James Hall, of Crumlin, Co. Antrim, died on August 
28th, 1903, aged 47. Mr. Hall was a native of Belfast; he entered the 
Unitarian Home Missionary Board in 1880, completing his college studies in 

883. He settled first as minister at Glenarm, then at Kidderminster, after- 

ards at Crumlin, where he was minister for thirteen years, until the time 

f his death. 
| Pinkerton.—The Rev. Samuel Pinkerton, of Newry, died on March 
(6th, 1903, aged 41. Mr. Pinkerton was an Antrim man, and attached 
himself to the non-subscribing Association, and read for a time with the 
jutors of that body. He graduated at the Royal University of Ireland in 
883, and spent a session at Manchester New College, London. He was 
inister for four years at Godalming, and then settled at Newry, where he 
remained for twelve years, resigning his charge, owing to ill health, only a 
few weeks before his death. 

Solly.—tThe Rev. Henry Solly died on February 27th, 1903, at Childrey, 
ear Wantage, aged 89. Mr. Solly was born in London, and educated at 
the Rey. E. Cogan’s School, Walthamstow, and at Dr. Morell’s School, Hove, 
Brighton. In 1829 he entered the ‘New University of London,’ and on 
leaving he was engaged in a shipbroker’s office, and then in a bank. In 
840, after a brief period of study with the Rey. Benjamin Mardon, of the 
eneral Baptist Academy, he took charge of the Yeovil congregation 
1840-2), Tavistock (1842-4), Shepton Mallet (1844-7), Cheltenham (1847-51), 
arter Lane, London (1852-7), Lancaster (1858-62). In 1862 he assisted in 
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founding and was appointed Secretary of the Working Men’s Club an¢ 
Institute Union. Mr. Solly published, in 1893, ‘ These Eighty Years, ai 
Autobiography’; and various other books. He was always keen and ferven 
in regard to questions of education, social reform, and the moral elevation o
